LONDON, April 10.—A dispatch to The 
Datly Mail from Tokio says: 

“Russia has now changed her tactics, 
and is making desperate efforts to secure 
not only Japan’s neutrality, but her be- 
nevolent assistance toward Russia’s Far 
Eastern schemes.” 

ihe Shanghai correspondent of The Times 
says: 

‘“‘The present is a favorable opportunity 
to endeavor to secure a recognition of Man- 
churia as an integral part of China and 
the inclusion of the question in the. general 
settlement.”’ 


YOKOHAMA, April 9.—The leading pa- 
pers here say that the dissatisfaction of 
Japan with Russia’s action is not in regard 
to the Manchuria agreement, but with Rus- 
sia’s action in Manchuria. 

Hence Japan declines, according to an 
fmportant section of the press, to consider 
the abandonment of the agreement as a 
final settlement of the Manchuria ques- 
tion. It is urged that this question should 
be brought before a conference of the Min- 
isters, like the other Chinese questions. 





ST. PETERSBURG, April 9.—The Novoe 
Vremya avers that Russia has no cause 
for uneasiness regarding Manchuria. She 
possesses a separate agreement with the 
Governor of each of the three provinces, 
which agreements remain in force. In the 
future, if China desires her former position 


restored, she can at any time sign the 
treaty in her possession. 
In the meantime, the St. Petersburger 


Zeitung says, Russia is free to act in Man- 
churia for the preservation of order, as her 
judgment directs. 

BERLIN, April 9.—It is said in official 
circles here that it was to be expected that 
Russia would not withdraw from Man- 
churia, and now any power proposing her 
withdrawal must be prepared to attempt to 
oust her by force. 

It is learned that the controversy be- 
tween Russia and Japan on the subject of 
Korea has been conducted with the greatest 
caution on both sides, showing an earnest 
wish to avoid a conflict, The Berlin diplo- 
mats do not expect a @lash,

RUSSIA’S. PROMISE KEPT. 


Refusal to Receive Communications Re- 

















garding Manchuria from China in } 


Accordance with Pledge. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The mystery of 
the alleged refusal of Minister de Giers to 
receive communications from the Chinese 
Commissioners at Peking is now cleared 
up. 

In the note recently addressed to the 
United States, in which the Russian Gov- 
ernment gave its adherence té the princi- 
ples expressed in the Hay memorandum of 
March 1 and offered pledges of its sincer- 
ity, Russia promised to hold no further 
communications of any kind with China in 
regard to Manchuria. The text of the 
Russian note has not been made public, but 
it is now known that the promise to ab- 


stain from further dealings of any kind 
with China over Manchuria was in it. 

The design of this promise was to show 

ussia’s good faith. In accordance with 
t, M. de Giers was instructed not to re- 
ceive any communication in regard to Man- 
churia, although he was not instructed to 
receive no communications on other sub- 
jects. One day at the close of last week 
the Chinese Commissioners attempted to 
make some coOmmunication about Man- 
churia to M. de Giers. He declined to re- 
ceive it, and notified the Commissioners 
that he would receive nothing on that sub- 


ject. 

Squiers, the United States Chargé 
d’Affaires at Peking, undertook to report 
this to the State Department, but either 
because he was not fully informed or be- 
cause he was anxious to save cable tolls, 
he did not make his meaning very clear. 

The_ significance of this action, if Rus- 
sia adheres to it, is that it puts an end to 
the secret treaty. The State Department 
accepted Russia’s assurance that she would 
drop the secret treaty as made in good 
faith, and this action of hers is taken as 
meaning that she has kept her word. 

It is believed that when Russia submits 
the treaty to the powers, if she ever does 
so, and’ thus makes it an open negotiation, 
it will differ in some respects from the 
original secret treaty. 


PEKING, April 9.—The Russian Minister 


to China, M. de Giers, in responding to the 
letter from Prince Ching and Li-Hung- 
Chang regarding Manchuria, merely refused 


to hold further communication with them 
upon the subject. 


THE REPORTED REBELLION. 


State Department. Does Not Believe 
Tung-Fu-Siang Has Yet Proceeded 


to Actual “Hostilities.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The State De- 
partment is somewhat skeptical about Gen. 
Tung-Fu-Siang having actually started a 
rebellion. That there has been a clash of 
some kind between Tung’s troops and oth- 
ers is regarded as possible, but that Tung 
has actually unfurled the standard of re- 
volt is strongly doubted. 

The department's information is that 
Gen. Tung, being reasonably certain that 
the powers would demand his head as soon 
as they considered it at all possible to get 
it, took the wise precaution of getting as 
far away as possible and collecting as 
many troops as he could lay his hands on. 


Haying done this, Tung took up a position 
of masterly inactivity and awaited develop- 
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ments. That he will strike the moment 
any attempt on his life is made is certain 
but his interests lie in the maintenance of 
his ihactive policy for the present He 
could gain nothing by rebelling, and might 
lose much. 

Tung's intentions, so-far as they are 
known here, are to do nothing unless he 
is attacked, and then, either to save his 
head or sell it as dearly as possible. 

The mere fact that Tung is in a position 
to cause such trouble is regarded as a 
vindication of the State Department's pol- 
icy in holding out against the demand for 
his head some time ago. At that time it 
seemed to be believed in some European 
quarters that Secretary Hay was guilty of 
sickly sentimentality and undue tender-" 
ness of heart. The fact was that at that 
time Tung’s troops surrounded the Chi- 
nese Court, and Mr. Hay believed that a 
demand on the Emperor for his head 
would be absurd and dangerous. Since 
then the Emperor has succeeded in getting 
Tung some distance away, but the fact 
that he can at any time start a rebellion, 
and will certainly do so if the, Emperor 
vields to the demand for his head, seems 


‘to indicate that if that demand had been 


made when Mr. Hay first opposed it the 
result would have been revolution and the 
assassination of the Emperor. 


PEKING. April 9.—The Mongolian Prince 
Olaskan, father-in-law of rince Tuan, 
proves to be an important factor in the re- 
bellion now in progress. He urges the re- 
bellious troops to march on Sian-Foo. 

Chinese knowing Gen. Tung-Fu-Siang say 
the Emperor brought the rebellion upon 
his own head when he published the edict 
a a i | the General with future pun- 
ishment. .On accouyt of his present power 
and influence Tung-Fu-Siang would not 
permit this, and naturally desired to prove 
his power. ‘He has the entire Mohamme- 
dan population with him; Prince Tuan has 
a large following, While Prince Olaskan 
controls the entire Province of Mongolia. 


AMERICA AND THE INDEMNITY. 


This Country Will Cut* Its Demann 
Down to $5,000,000, Provided the 
Other Powers Make Reductions. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The demands 
for indemnities from China have been laid 
before the envoys at Peking, and amount 
to about $500,000,000. Commissioner Rock- 
hill has so reported'to the State Depart- 
ment, and Secretary Hay has instructed 
him to do all in his power to have this 
amount reduced. ‘He is to insist that the 
total indemnity shall not exceed $200,000,- 


000, and is to do what he can to keep it 
down to $100,000,000. 

Mr. Rockhill has also been informed that 
if necessary to accomplish this, the United 
States will cut its own demand down from 
$25,000,000 to $5,000,000, provided the other 
powers will make similar reductions. 

Some of the smaller powers have sent in 
heavy bills, and Mr. Rockhill will protest 
against these as exorbitant. Of the larger 
posrers. Gormenne demand is somewhere 

etween $70,000,000 and $100,000,000. 

The State Department does not believe 
that China can pay anything like the sum 
demanded. She can pay $100,000,000, and 
by a severe strain may be able to pay

BERLIN, April 9.—Dr. Stuebel, Director 
of the Colonial Department of the German 
Foreign Office, and at one time German 
Consul General at Shanghai, who recently 
went to London on a special mission con- 
nected with the question of Chinese in- 
demnity, has returned to Berlin. 

He reports that the negotiations in Lon- 
don regarding the fixing of a modus of 
Chinese indemnity were successful and re- 
sulted in a mutual agreement. 


GOLD STOLEN ON LINER. 


Three Bars, Worth” £12,000, Missing 
from the Kaiser Wilhéim der Grosge 
on, Her Arrival at Cherbourg. 


CHERBOURG, April 9.—On the arrival 
here to-day of the North German Lloyi 
steamer Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, Capt. 
Engelbart, from New York April 2, it was 


announced that three gold bars, worth 
£4,000 each, had been stolen in the course 
of the voyage. 

All the baggage landed here was exam- 
ined with the utmost care by the customs 
officials and detectives, but the gold was 
not discovered. One hundred and fifty 
passengers landed for Paris, and several 
detectives traveled in the special train 
with them. 


PARIS, April 10.—On the arrival of the 
steamer train from Cherbourg it was ascer- 
tained that the robbery of gold was discov- 
ered when the last passengers on board 
were about to land. 

Thus far the affair is shrouded in mys- 
tery, in spite of the activity of the detect- 
ives in examining the baggage. A search 
in Paris yielded no better results than that 
in Cherbourg. 


COURT AGAINST WHIPPING. 


Boy Sues Teacher Who Punished Him 
and Wins His Case.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 9.—The less cor- 
poral punishment, the better, in schools, 
homes, prisons, and all places where pun- 
ishment is inflicted, is the gist of an opin- 
ion handed down by the St. Louis’ Court of 
Appeals to-day, in the case of E. F. Hay- 
craft, an eleven-year-old schoolboy in Au-

BURGLARS SECURED 70 CENTS. 

















In Order to Obtain It They Blew Open 
a Safe in New Canaan, Conn.

STAMFORD, Conn., April 9.—A large 
safe in the office of Frank E. Weed & Co., 
coal and lumber dealers of New Canaan, 
was blown open by burglars at 2 o’clock 
this morning. The burglars secured 70 
cents in cash and two checks for small 
amounts that they will be unable to use. 

The cracksmen, supposed to be three in 


number, gained access to the office by 
forcing open a window. They drilled a 
couple of holes in the safe near the combi- 
nation lock, and inserted a heavy charge of 
some powerful explosive. The door was 
blown from its hinges and went skyward, 
leaving a big indentation in the ceiling. 
The safe was wrecked, all the windows in 
the office were blown out, and the furni- 
ture was damaged. The explosion awoke 
people living in the neighborhood, and half 
a dozen men were soon on the scene, but 
the burglars were gone. Later, trainmen 
on an incoming freight train saw three 
men hurrying down the track toward this 
city, and it is supposed that they were the 
robbers. 

The borough of New Canaan has two 
night watchmen, but they do not patrol the 
section where the burglary occurred. About 
a year ago a safe in the same office was 
blown open, and at that time the burglars 
secured about 25 cents. ‘

YALE’S BEQUEST UNDER 
MRS. McPHERSON’S WILL. 


Seg en 


University Will Receive $750,000 When 
a Trust Expires. 


By the will of Mrs, Edna J. McPher- 
son, widow of United States Senator 
John R. McPherson of New Jersey, which 
was filed for probate in Jersey City yes- 
terday, Yale University will, at the ex- 
piration of a trust created by the testa- 
trix, come into at least $750,000, and pos- 
sibly more. Under the conditions imposed 
in the will, the income from this fund is 
to be used for the education of indigent 
Students. 

The will so disposes of the property that 


Mrs. Edla C. Muir, the daughter of the 
testatrix, will only receive the income 
from the property. No provision fs made 


for any children she may have.. The in- 
strument is dated March 25 last, just four 
days before Mrs. McPherson died and 
two.days after her daughter and the lat- 
ter’s husband sailed for Europe. The will 
names Aaron 8S. Baldwin of Hoboken as 
executor and trustee of the estate. He is 
to take chdrge of all the property and hold 
it in trust for Mrs. Muir, the only reserva- 
tion being a silver service, which is given 
to Sara J. Almy of Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Baldwin was the manager of the 
stock yards of the late Senator at Wee- 
hawken and at Jersey City. He is diracted 
to continue. this business and to pay over 
the profits to Mrs. Muir. Mrs. McPherson 
directs that $15,000 additional be invested 
in the stock yards, and she allows Mr. 
Baldwin $5,000 a year as salary for lonking 
after the estate. If Mrs, Muir should cie 
before Mr. Baldwin, he is to enjoy lhe in- 
come from the estate until his death. If 
he should die before Mrs, Muir, the Union 
Trust Company of New York is to take 


his place as trustee and carry out. the 
provisions of the will. 

After the deaths of both Mrs, Muir and 
Mr. Baldwin the testatrix directs that $50,- 
000 shall be given to Christ Hospital, Jer- 
sey City, in memory of Senator McPher- 
son, and that $10, shall be given to the 
Emergency Hospital, in Washington, BD. C., 
in memory of her son, Gregory McPherson. 
The residue of the estate is then to go to 
Yale University. Mr. Baldwin is appointed 
executor and truste without bond, 

The actual value of the estate is not yet 
known, Mr. Baldwin estimates it at about 
$800,000, Of this amount about $400,000 is 
invested in bonds, and $100,000 in the Stock 
Yards. The remainder of the estate is in 
real property. This includes several hun- 
dred acres of land near Blizabeth, N. J., 
two houses in Washington, D. C., and a 
number of pieces of eeeeeety in Jersey 
City. The property near Elizabeth is con- 
stantly increasing in value. 

The placing of the estate in trust, and the 
absence of provisions for any children Dr, 
and Mrs. Muir may have, is largely due to 
the circumstances under which they were 
married. Mrs, McPherson was_opposed to 
her daughter's marriage to Dr. Joseph 
Muir, and the dector and Miss McPherson 
went to Hoboken in the Summer of 1808 
and were married by a barber, who was a 
Justice of the Peace. It was some time 
after this that Mrs. McPherson and her 
daughter became reconciled, Mrs. McPher- 
son, however, never became thoroughly 
friendly with Dr. Muir, who tried numer- 
ous ventures in order to make a financial 
success, His wife had the income of $150,- 
000, which her father had left in trust for 
her. Recently Dr. Myir, through the in- 
fluence of Senator Platt, obtained the ap- 


pont t of Secretary of Legation at 
tock andjhe and his wife were on 
‘their there when Mrs, McPherson died. 

Accord to a request madeby Mrs. Mc- 


Pherson her body was cremated soon after 
her death, and the ashes Were placed beside 
her son’s body in thé cemetery at Washing- 
ton, D. C. In speaking of the will yester- 
day Mr. Baldwin said: 

‘**T have carried out the instructions Mrs. 
McPherson gave me shortly before her 
death as to her burial, and I think Mrs. 
Muir will be satisfied with everything that 
I have done."’ 

‘* Do you think she will contest the will?” 

“I do not think so. After Mrs. McPher- 
son’s death I sent her daughter a cable- 
gram telling her of her death. She replied 
that she had just arrived at Liverpool and 
was quite ill, and asked if it was necessary 
for her to return. I answered that I had 
completed the arrangements for the burial 
of her mother. She then cabled me that 
she had received a message from her law- 
yon, Arthur Johns, advising her to come 

ack, and again asking my opinion. I ad- 
vised her to do as she desired.”’ 

Mr. Baldwin also stated that he had 
learned that Mrs. Muir was on the North 
German Lloyd steamship Lahn, and would 
proba arrive here Saturday. 

Mrs. cPherson has a brother, George 
Gregory, who lives at. the Hotel Endicott, 
Columbus Avenue and might -first Street. 
Her mother is still alive, she living at Buf- 
falo, N. YY. The will, which was probated, 
was witnessed by Mrs. Cornelia M. Parsons 
of Flushing, L. I.; Eliza Lucas, a servant 
in the employ of Mrs. McPherson, and 
Reed G. Dilworth, a lawyer, who will act as 
counsel for Mr. Baldwin in the handling of 
the estate. 

Mrs. Muir is now about twenty-nine years 
old and is not in the best of health. Mr. 
Baldwin, who would come into the income 
of the trust in the event of her death, is 
about sixty years old.

‘he receipts for, admissions and catalogues 
were $5,132.80. The expenses were $8),- 
926.71, and the total income was $51,229.58. 
The number of visitors was 235,340. 

The large diminution of income was 
caused by the sale of securities, made nec- 


essary to provide funds for the purchase of 
land for a future building site. 

The number of paid admissions shows a 
considerable diminution from the previous 
year. This is doubtless due, in great part, 
to the lack of special exhibitions. The to- 
tal number of admissions shows an increase 
of 10,022 persons.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 9.—A great 
trust of all the trading and transportation 
companies in Alaska was formed here to- 
day, with a capital of $10,125,000, under 
the titles of The Northern Navigation Com- 
pany and the Northern Commercial Com- 
pany. This new concern, incorporated un- 
der the laws of New Jersey, includes the 
Alaska Commercial Company, the Seattle- 


Yukon Transportation Company, and the 
Empire Transportation Company. 

The purpose of the combination is to pre- 
vent cutting of rates and demoralization of 
traffic which has resulted from divided in- 
terests in Alaska. It was found that the 
only way was to make a combination of all 
companies operating in the Yukon, St. Mi- 
chael, Bering Sea, and Port Clarence dis- 
tricts. The Northern Navigation Company 
will take over the assets of the four com- 
panies named, whose capital is $3,250,000. 

The Northern Commercial Company, 
capitalized at $7,000,000, will take over all 
the plants and stocks of merchandise now 
under the control of the companies in 
Alaska. 

The new companies expect to improve the 
service and to reduce the price of supplies, 
as they will be able to cut down expenses. 
The principal offices will be in San Fran- 
cisco. 


BALTIMORE TRUST COMPANIES. 


Three Large Concerns Said to be 
About to Combine.

BALTIMORE, April 9.—The consolidation 
of several large trust companies of Balti- 
more is said to be impending.

NO ACTION TAKEN BY N. Y. Y. C. 





Contests Under Auspices of Newport 
Yacht Racing Association — Consti- 
tution and Columbia Trials. 





Thomas Lawson's yacht Independence 
will be in the trial races that will deter- 
mine the selection of a defender of the 
America’s Cup against Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s challenger, Shamrock II. This state- 
ment was made yesterday by a yachts- 
man who is a recognized authority and 
who is thoroughly in touch with every- 
thing connected with the building and the 
proposed racing of the yachts now nearing 
completion for the international event. I[t 
Was not explained what action had been 
taken to remove the barrier which threat- 
ened the prospects of a trial rate between 
the two big American yachts now building, 
bui means have been found by whica 
neither the New York Yacht Club nor M7. 
Lawson, the owner of the Independence, 
needs to withdraw from the respective 
stands first taken. 

The rule of the New York Yacht Club 
forbidding any one except a member to 
take part in any of the club regattas, and 
Mr. Lawson’s statement that he would not 
race his yacht in the name of a member of 
the New York Yacht Club, and would 
rather sink his yacht than toe race her 
under any ngsne except his own, was the 
apparently insurmountable obstacle. In 
making the statement that the two yachts 
would now come together, it was not claimed 
that any official action had béen taken by 
the club. But matters had been so ad- 
justed, it was said, that a hitch no longer 
existed toward bringing the two rival 
ninety-footers together and satisfying both 
prince pals. The authority said: 

‘Make no mistake, the Constitution and 
the Independence will meet in officiAl trial 
races. do not feel at liberty to say ex- 
actly in what manner the threatening dif- 
ficulty has been smoothed away, but it has 
been done and in a way so that neither the 
New_York Yacht Club nor the owner of 
the Independence has to deviate from the 
position originally taken.’’ 

This statement was the result of a con- 
versation based on the interest aroused 
a ong. yachtsmen by an announcement 
from Boston to the effect that the Consti- 
tution and the Independence would race in 
the Newport regatta, held under the au- 
spices of the Newport Yacht Racing Asso- 
ciation. W. Butler Duncan, the manager 
of the Constitution, refused to confirm this 
rumor, saying that he did not know even 
from where it came, and that he certainly 
had not authorized it. Later, however, 
Mr. Duncan made statements as to the 
plans of the Constitution according to 
which it will depend only on the movements 
of the Independence as’ to whether the 
two new champions would meet or not. 

He said in effect that the Constitution 
would race wherever her owners saw fit to 
enter her, and that as she was built for 
racing she certainly would enter the races 
off Newport. That the Independence will 
be among the starters on that occasion is 
a foregone conclusion. Mr. Duncan, how- 
ever, declined to sav. in so- many words 
that the yachts would meet. 


NEWPORT RACES SIGNIFICANT. 


Whatever the resuli of the races between 
the Independence and the Constitution in 
the’ Newport regatta, it would have no 
bearing on the ultimate selection of the 
cup defender, but would merely prove 
whether the faith which yachtsmen uni- 
versally pin to the Constitution was really 
well founded. It was suggested yesterday 
by another prominent yachtsman that the 

ewport races would likely settle whether 
trial races between the two rival yachts 
would be at all necessary. Considerable 
satisfaction was expressed by men high up 
in the sport that the two yachts would 
meet. Many feared that there was every 
likelihood that the boats would not meet 
because Mr. Lawson was not a member of 
the New York Yacht Club, and, according 
to the rules of that organization, was not 
eligible to compete for the cup defense 
honors. On the other hand, Mr. Lawson 
was just as emphatic in declaring that he 
Would not enter his boat in the trial races 
under any one’s name except his own. It 
is this deadlock which, according to the 
authority already mentioned, has been 
overcome perhaps by a stroke of diplomacy. 

The credit for bringing about this sat- 
isfactory state of affairs is ascribed to the 
Newport Yacht Racing Association. The 
association tried from the beginning of 
the threatened trouble to-smooth over mat- 
ters, and they invited Mr. Duncan to enter 
the Constitution in the next regatta off 
Newport. Mr. Duncan was told that the 
Independence would probably enter those 
races, and that an effort would be made to 
bring about a meeting. It was pointed out 
that the races off Newport would offer an 
easy solution as to picking the better yacht, 
so that if there was a doubt left after the 
races which of the two yachts was the 
better, trial races could be agreed upon. 
It was also pointed out that once the two 
yachts had met in an open race there would 
e little difficulty to arrange trial races be- 
tween them without sacrificing appear- 
ances by the declarations made on both 
sides, The result of these overtures made 
by an outsider already proved of value in 
ween on the question of the trial races. 

The Newport Yacht Racing Association 
is one of the most energetic yacht organi- 
‘zations in this country. It is composed 
chiefly of yachtsmen who spend their Sum- 
mers in Newport and who. foster racing. 
ae noted races have been promulgated 
by the association, among them the series 
of the Herreshoff thirty-footers. These 
boats were owned by members of the New- 
po:t organization who were desirous of a 
season’s uninterrupted racing. The thirty- 
footers took part in all of the races about 
Newport and then they went to Newport 
and raced every day for six weeks steadily. 
The four seventy-footers, Virginia, Rain- 
bow, Mineola, and Yankee, spent much of 
their time last year racing for prizes of- 
fered by the Newport Yacht Racing Asso- 
ciation no less than ten races taking place 
off that city. This year the association has 
already provided for races for the big 
sloops, for the seventy-footers, and, likely, 
for other classes, These races will take 
place about July 15, before the annual 
cruise of the New York Yacht Club. 

The programme for the Constitution and 
the Columbia begins with informal races 
in Narragansett Bay and off Newport. 
Here the boats will be matched daily under 
the supervision of the Herreshoffs and Mr. 
Duncan, and the work of tuning up the 
new boat will begin. She will stretch her 
sails here, and alterations and changes and 
experiments will be tried to sharpen the 
Constitution, as cnperes against the pres- 
ent champion, until her directors are satis- 
fied that she could not further be im- 
proved. 

Both yachts will then probably take part 
in the annual regatta of the New York 
Yacht Club, and in the races for the Glen 
Cove cups. June 20 and June 25 are the 
dates for these races. From here the 
yachts will go back to Newport to take 
part in the New York Yacht Club’s races 
off that port, to be sailed, likely, July 9, 
10, and 11. Next in order will be the New- 
port Yacht Racing Association’s races, 
where, according to present expectations, 


-the Constitution and the Columbia will 


meet the Independence. The New York 
Yacht Club’s cruise will follow these races, 
the fleet rendezvousing off Glen Cove on 
July 2. After the cruise the trial races to 
decide the choosing of a cup defender will 
take place off Newport.

They regard- 
ed it as effectually shelving canal legisla- 
tion for this session, 

Assemblyman Lewis, who is the leader of 
the anti-canal forces in the Assembly, went 
before the Assembly Canal Commitice this 
afternoon and, with the suggestion of a 
gleeful smile, which he vainly endeavored 
to suppress, proposed to the committee 
that the canal bill be amended by striking 
out the paragraph making a twenty-six- 
million-dollar appropriation for canal im- 
provement and substituting his bill mak- 
ing an appropriation of $5,000,000 for good 
roads. 

The Buffalo contingent, which is now al- 
most alone in its advocacy’ of the twenty- 
six-million-dollar canal proposition, affect- 
ed not to be disturbed by the declaration 
of the New York commercial bodies, but it 
was perfectly plain that their pretended in- 
ditference was not real. Senator Hill, the 
ieader of the canal forces in the Senate, 
said he did not believe the action of the 
New York organizations would influence 
the action of the Legislature in the slight- 
est degree, 

‘It is very easy to get a resolution passed 
through a commercial body,” said the Sen- 
ator. ‘‘Such a body has no responsibility. 

Sut mén who have had to do with legisla- 
tion realize that the ideal condition is rare- 
ly, if ever, attained. We would like to see 
the 1,000-ton barge canal built just as 
earnestly as the New Yorkers would. But 
if we cannot get what the idéalists want, 
but can get something that will improve 
the usefulness of the canals over 100 per 
cent., we believe that it would be foolish to 
reject such an offer.’’ 

One of the Buffalo leaders, who was un- 
able to smother his resentment at the ac- 
tion of the New York commercial bodies, 
made this statement: 

“TIT do not charge that the New York 
commercial organizations have gone over 
to the railroads, but I do say this, that if 
they had sought for a method of helpin 
out the railroads in their tt ht againas 
canal improvement they could not have 
chosen a better method. The very best 
way to prevent canal legislation is to kee 
asking for what you know you cant’ get.” 

The hearing before the Assembiy Canal 
Committee thfs afternoon was largely at- 
tended, and developed that there is certain 
to be a hard fight upon any canal legig= 
lation at this session. Probably the must 
remarkable of the addresses mace wis 
that of Assemblyman Burnett of Ontario. 
Mr. Burnett said that there, were two 
views to be taken of the canal question, 
the econgmic and the political. It was 
fact, he said, that the farmers of the 
State were opposed to any further cx- 
penditure upon the canals. It was alsu a 
fact that it was in the agricultural coun- 
ties that the Republican Party had here- 
tofore piled up-its majority. 

Mr. Burnett thought it would be well tor 
the Republican members of the :ommittee 
to take these two facts home with thema 
and study them under the lamplight. 

The division of sentiment among the sup- 
porters of canal improvement, and the 
many influences wnoich are now working 
against any action at this session are vn- 
questionably seriously embarrassing legis- 
lation, and it will cause no great surprise 
here if the Canal bill should be allowed to 
die without a vote being taken. 

Assemblyman Lewis was the first speak- 
er at the hearing. After offering his bill 
as a substitute he said, in his judgment 
there were three reasons why the present 
bill should not become a law. First, that 
the proposition is an unwise one, as would 
be any proposition for the enlargement of 
the canal at this time; second. if aoe en- 
largement plan must be adopted. it should 
be the plan recommended by the Greene 
commission; third, the route of such canal 
should be from Lockport to Olcott, thereby 
utilizing the navigable waters of Lake On- 
tario to Oswego and the enlargemént of 
the Oswego Canal. 

N. G. Spaulding, representing the New 
York State Tax and Transportation Re- 
form Association, opposed the bill. The 
vital difficulty, he maintained, in the way 
of adopting the canal enlargement plan 
under discussion was the reshipping at 
Buffalo. The canal should be run for the 
benefit of the State, he declared, and not 
for one city and for a syndicate of steam 
elevator men at Buffalo. 

Assemblyman Burnett of Ontario, on be- 
half of his constituents, then registered his 
protest against the bill. He said he had 
watched with interest and admiration the 
untiring efforts of the coterie of gentlemen 
from Buffalo in pushing the bill.- There 
was a time, he said, when the City of New 
York held the palm in the lobby, but lately 
it had ‘taken a back seat in favor of Buf- 
falo. 

W. F. McConnell of New York read and 
presented a petition from the Canal Asso- 
ciation of Greater New York in opposition 
to the bill. The association, he said, was 
enthusiastic for canal enlargement, but 
would accept nothing except the 1,000-ton 
barge canal. 

E. B. Norris, Master of the State Grange. 
speaking against the bill; said: ‘‘ This $26,- 
000,000 will follow the $9,000,000, and we 


know where that went.” ,

‘We regret that the situation is deemed 
to be such that the 1,000-ton barge project 
cannot be submitted to the people this year. 
Our commercial necessities are such that 
we cannot help regarding it as the duty of 
the Legislature to follow up thé splendid 
work of the Roosevelt committee and the 
State Engineer and Surveyor by allowing 
the proposition to be voted upon. 

“But the commercial pecs require 
immediate consideration and relief of some 
kind, and we deem it unwise to assume the 
responsibility of saying we must have the 
larger canal_or nothing. And, therefore,

Goes to Villefranche in Order to 
Salute President Loubet. 








MISUNDERSTANDING REMOVED 


Admiral Birileff Was Instructed by the 
Czar to Go Back to the Riviera 
—Banquet at Nice. 








NICE, April 9.—It was announced here 
this morning that the Russian squadron 
was about to arrive at Villefranche, and 
the news aroused great enthusiasm. Big 
crowds went to welcome the Russians. It 
_appears that Admiral Birileff yesterday 


disembarked at Barcelona, and was sum- 
moned to the Russian Legation at Madrid, 
where a dispatch from the Czar was com- 
municated to him, instructing him to re- 
turn to the Riviera and salute President 
Loubet. Admiral Birileff immediately tele- 
graphed to Barcelona, ordering the Rus- 
sian squadron to get up steam, and on his 
return there at 7 o'clock last evening the 
squadron sailed for Villefranche, which al- 
most joins Nice. 

The arrival of the Russians necessitated 
a change in part of the day’s programme, 
making the chief event their reception at 
the Prefecture, where President Loubet 
welcomed Admiral Birileff and four other 
Russian officers who had disembarked. 

The reception was followed by a banquet 
of fifty covers, at which the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, M, Delcassé; the Minister 
of War, Gen. André; the Minister of Agri- 
culture, M. Dupuy; the Minister of Public 
Works, M. Baudin, and the leading mili- 


tary, naval, and civil authorities were pres- 
ent. M. Loubet proposed the health of the 
Czar, who, he said, ‘in sending you hither 
to salute the President of thé French 
Republic has proved once more the con- 
stancy of his sentiment for a friendly allied 
nation,’’ 

President Loubet placed a crown of flow- 
ers upon Gambetta’s tomb this morning. 
He expressed the hope that the French 
Parliament would soon vote for the trans- 
fer pf the body to the Pantheon. It is 
hoped that this transfer may be accom- 
plished ky July 14 next, the French na- 
tional holiday. 

M. Loubet subsequently repaired to the 
Port of Nice, three-quarters of a mile 
away, where he was welcomcd by the 
CnNamber of Commerce and visited the hos- 
pitals. He was everywhere warmly greeted, 

At a banquet later, in replying to a 
toast to his health, President Loubet as- 
serted that the principles of justice, soli- 
darity, and good will were the foundation 
of the republic. He said the country needed 
unity and concord, and that the conflicts 
of interests and the country’s increasing 
wants would end in compromising the fut- 
ure of the nation unless steps were taken 
to ameliorate social conditions. Solidarity 
and civil peace could not be secured ex- 
cept by reciprocal sacrifices. 

Continuing, M. Loubet said that private 
interests must be subordinated to the 
greater interests of the nation. ‘The repub- 
lic had already shown, in its legislation, an 
appreciation of the necessities of the labor 
ing democracy, but legislation alone would 
not suffice. The give and take principle 
must become part of the conscience of the 
nation. ‘Thus could the country weld its 
unity and assure its moral grandeur and 
material prosperity. ° 


GRATIFICATION IN PARIS. 


PARIS, April 10.—The unexpected return 
of the Russian squadron dwarfed interest 
in all other events in the programme at 
Nice yesterday. The news was on the lips 
of every one in Paris, and joy was ex- 
pressed by both the public and the press. 

The intensity of this gratification shows 
that great numbers of Frenchmen had 
treated with skepticism the explanation 
that the withdrawal of the squadron was 
simply due to Russia’s desire not to be 
politically identified with the Franco-Ital- 


ian demonstration. A section of the Nation- 
alist press carefully fostered this impres- 
sion, pursuing a policy of seizing upon 
every possible opportunity to. embarrass 
the Government. These organs had assert- 
ed that the departure of the Russians im- 
plied dissatisfaction on the part of Em- 
peror Nicholas with the Franco-lItalian rap- 
prochement and heralded the break-up of 
the Franco-Russian alliance. A broodin 
feeling of uncertainty was thus created, 
which broke like a spell before*the happ 
tidings of the return of the Russian squad- 
ron to Villefranche, and was transformed 
into expressions of exultant gladness. 

The prevailing feeling is epitomized in the 
following declaration of the Presse: 

“It is with patriotic joy that all French- 
men learn to-day’s great and glad news. 
The departure of our allies had painfully 
impressed the country. We are now, hap- 
pily, reassured. The joyful emotion of the 

eople of Nice is shared by all patriots. 

Yo more convincing proof could be given 
of the vitality and strength of the Franco- 
Russian alliance, which had been declared 
moribund somewhat too early,” 

Inquiry in official quarters regarding the 
explanation of the return of the Russian 
squadron elicited the information that the 
squadron left Toulon for the reason as- 
signed at the time, namely, that it was 
never intended that the whole Russian 
squadron should remain there during the 
Franco-Italian festivities, as the presence 
of a third party might tend to check the 
expansion of feeling. It is added that the 
Russian Government did not anticipate 
su an unfavorable effect as was created 
bythe withdrawal, or such comments as 
appeared in a section of the foreign press 
and in the Nationalist organs in France. 

**Dhese comments, misrepresenting the 
incident as indicating coolness between 
France and Russia,’’ said a high official, 
**made a great impression upon the Rus- 
sian Government, which is extremely sen- 
sitive to newspaper criticism, and resulted 
in a decision to recall the squadron to Nice 
in order ostentatiously to belie the false 
rumors concerning the affair. 

‘As a matter of fact, while it was not 
intended that the Russian squadron should 
remain at Toulon for the fétes, a big blun- 
der was made'‘by a certain Russian offi- 
cial, who sent the squadron off to Barce- 
lona, when it had only to go to Ville- 
franche, as it has now done, in order to 
solve the whole difficulty. The situation 
was almost entirely unnecessary, and the 
recall of the squadron has given the French 
Government the keenest satisfaction.” 


THE ITALIAN SQUADRON. 

TOULON, April 9.—The Duke of Genoa, 
in command of the Italian fleet, repaid to- 
@ay Vice Admiral De Beaumont’s visit of 
yesterday. 

Both the French and Italian warships 
saluted while the Duke was going ashore, 
After reviewing the guard of honor of 
marines, the Duke proceeded to the Pre- 
fecture through troop-lined streets. The 
meeting between Admiral De Beaumont 
and the Duke was most cordial. 

The Duke was re-escorted to his flagship, 
the Lepanto, with the same ceremonial. 
He everywhere met with the heartiest re- 
ception. from the crowds. 


RUSSIAN SET-BACK IN PERSIA. 


BERLIN, April 9.—The Teheran corre- 
spondent of the Cologne Gazette, under 
date of April 8, telegraphs that the Per- 
sian Government has ordered the imposi- 
tion of a duty of 5 per cent. on all Russian 
goods imported, instead of 3 to 4 per cent., 
as hithefto. 

Persian exports to Russia are also sub- 
jected to 5 per. cent. duty, with a view to 
checking the eXport of provisions to Rus- 
sia. A specially high duty has been placed 
on foodstuffs.

BRITISH TAKE PIETERSBURG. | ASSOCIATED MERCHANTS’ 


It Has Been the Boer Capital Since the 
Fall of Pretoria — British Cavalry 


Captured in Cape Colony. 


LONDON, April 10—Lord Kitchener, re- 
porting to the War Office under date of 
Pretoria, April 8, says: 

“Plumer has occupied Pietersburg, with 
slight opposition. He captured two loco- 
motives and thirty-nine trucks. He took 
sixty prisoners, capturing a seven-pounder 
and destroying 210,000 cartridges, 1,000 
rounds of seven-pounder ammunition, and a 
considerable amount of powder and dyna- 
mite."’ 

The capture of Pietersburg is regarded 
here as important. The place is the ter- 
minus of the railway, and has been the 
capital of the Boer Government since the 
evacuation of Pretoria. The whole North- 
ern Railway is now in the hands of the 
British, 

According to Lord Kitchener’s dispatch, 
only one, officer and one man were killed. 
The Boers evacugted the town during the 
night prior to Plumer’s arrival, after blow- 
ing up two trucks laden with ammunition. 

Lord Kitchener further reports the cap- 
ture of sixteen prisoners, fifty horses, and 
the depot of war stores at Bushman’s Kop, 
Orange River Colony. 

As an offset, the Commander in Chief 
reports that a detachment of 100 men of 
the Fifth Lancers and Imperial Yeomanry 
were attacked by 400 Boers to the north- 
ward of Aberdeen, Cape Colony, and that 
after several hours’ fighting the British 
were surrounded and captured, with the 


exception of twenty-five, who succeeded 
in making their escape. 


HEARING IN BOER SUIT. 





Judge Parlange at New Orleans Re- 
gerves Decision. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 9.—Judge Par- 

lange of the United States Circuit Court 


to-day heard arguments in the suit of the 
Boer representatives here against. the 
agents of the steamship Anglo-Australian 
to prevent the shipment of mules and 
horses to South Africa for the use of the 
British Army. The Judge took the matter 
under ‘advisement. 

Proceedings were opened with depositions 

on the part of the defendants to the suit, 
in which they denied that they were carry- 
ing munitions of war, and said their vessels 
were not armed to repel attack. They sim- 
ply engaged in peaceful transportation pur- 
suits. 
» Attorneys for the plaintiffs argued that 
the shipment of mules from New Orleans 
was a violation of the neutrality laws, and 
was conducted under the supervision of 
British officers, and that as this was the 
ase of supplies the court here was au- 
horized to act. 

The defendants claimed that they were 
engaged in legal business, that mules were 
not munitions of war, and that the matter 
was political and in the hands of the exec- 
utive branch of the Government and with- 
out the jurisdiction of the courts.

BRITISH MISSION IN BERLIN.

BERLIN, April 9.—At the reception of 
the British Special Mission to-day, Em- 
peror William wore a British Admiral’s 
uniform, with the Order of the Garter. 
After the formal ceremonies were over his 
Majesty conversed with the members of 
the mission, and oe conducted them to an 
adjacent room and introduced them to the 
Empress. The members of the mission are 
the Emperor's guests while here, 

The ceremony of conducting the mission 
to the palace was imposing. The Emperor 
sent to fetch the visitors three elaborately 
ornamented Court carriages with gorgeous- 
ly liveried coachmen and lackeys. It was 
the first timé in the history of Prussia 
that such an honor was paid to an Ambas- 
sador. The escort was composed of the 
First Prussian Dragoon Guards, of which 
Queen Victoria was Honorary Colonel. A 
band of music stationed * the courtyard 
of the castle played “God Save the King’ 
as the mission entered.

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COMPANY ORGANIZED 


Has Taken Over the Claflin, 
Adams, and McCreery Firms. 








Will Have $20,000,000 Capital and Be 
Financed by J. Pierpont 
Morgan & Co. 





The Associated Merchants’ Company is 
the name of a corporation, organized un- 
der a special act of the Connecticut Legis- 
lature, which has taken over the dry goods 
business of the H. B. Claflin Company, 
the Adams Dry Goods Company, and the 
business of James McCreery & Co. of this 
city. The new concern is capitalized at 
$20,000,000, and will be financed by J. P. 
Morgan & Co,, who have issued a circular 
soliciting subscriptions to the stock. . 

It is officially announced that one-half 
of the authorized capital will be in first 
preferred cumulative 5 per cent, stock, con- 
vertible at the pleasuré of the holder into 
second preferred cumulative stock, or into 
common stock. There will be $5,000,000 in 
second preferred cumulative 6 per cent. 
stock and $5,000,000 in common stock. The 
Morgan circular offers $5,000,000 of first 
preferred at par. Purchasers must pay 35 
per cent. on acceptance and 65 per cent. by 
the 5th day of July next. 

John Claflin, President of the H, B. Claf- 
lin Company, will probably be President of 
the new corporation, as in an open letter, 
which accompanies the Morgan circular, he 
offers to serve in that capacity for at least 
five years, if the stockholders desire him 
to do so.. This, he says, would not necessi- 
tate his resignation of the Presidency of 
the absorbed company of which he is now 
the head, 

In his letter Mr. Claflin reviews at some 
length the history of the three companies 
which form the combination, and says that 
the first preferred stock will be sold for 
cash only, and that the proceeds shall not 
be used to purchase intangible assets, such 


as good will, &c., however great their 
value may be. The earning capacity of the 
businesses united has been thoroughly dem- 
onstrated, he declares, thus assuring im- 
mediate dividends.zpon all classes of stock 
which the company offers. 

It is not, however, the intention of the 
promoters to confine their operations to 
the three companies already acquired. Mr. 
Claflin’s letter expressly states that he and 
his associates intend to acquire ‘“ various 
dry goods businesses or interests in dr 
goods businesses in the City of New Yor 
and in several of the other large cities of 
the’ United States.’”’ Mr. Claflin further 
mak an argument in favor of close co- 
operation between wholesale and retail 
concerns. It is reported that in pursuance 
of its policy the company will at some 
time in the future increase its capital sev- 
eral fold, and that it will buy a controlling 
interest in several of the large. wholesale 
and retail establishments of this city as 
the first move in its outlined plan of ex- 
pansion, 

A reporter for THm New YorK TIMES 
tried yesterday to verify these reports and 
made a somewhat extensive canvass of the 
dry goods district. If any of the wholesal- 
ers seen expect to have their interests 
merged into the larger concern they were 
not ready to say so. Indeed, only oné man 
among the ten who were interviewed would 
edmit that he knew anything more of the 
Claflin venture than he had seen in the 
newspapers. John Claflin himself refused to 
be interviewed. He sent word to the re- 
porter that he expressed himself fully in 
the open letter to J. P. Morgan & Co. and 
that he had nothing to add to it. 

The cash capital stock of the H. B. Claflin 
Company is $9,000,000, divided into 90,000 
shares, of which the Associated Merchants’ 
Company has acquired 45,001 shares—a con- 
trolling interest. The capital of the Adams 
Dry Goods Company is divided into 36,000 
shares, of which half is preferred and half 
is common. Twelve thousand shares of the 
preferred and 6,000 shares of the cOMmon 
stock now belong to the combination. 

The entire business of James McCreery & 
Co. is absorbed. 

Attention is called to the fact that the 
H. B. Claflin Company has. paid regular 
dividends on all classes of its stock from 
‘the month that it began business in 1890, 
and that these dividends -have never 
amounted to less than 6 per cent. on its 
common stock. It is now paying 8 per 
cent. on this stock. . 

The value set upon 45,001 shares of the 
H. B. Claflin Company, 18,000 shares of 
the Adams Dry Goods Company, and the 
business of the James McCreery & Co. is 
$13,000,000, and this is to be paid to Mr.

Norfolk and Western Gets the Beit 
Line, Which Makes It,a Competitor 
for Northern Business.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 9.—-A meeting 
of stockholders held here at hoon to-day in 
the Carlisle Building consummated a big 
railroad deal which gives Cincinnati a new 
trunk line and makes the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad an active competitor of 
the Northern trunk lines. 

The stockholders of the Cincinnati con- 
necting Belt Railroad ratified its sale to the 
Cincinnati, Portsmouth and Virginia Rail- 
road, and the stockholders of the. latter 
ratified the purchase. General Manager 
L. E. Johnson, Secretary A. J. Hemphill, 
and General Solicitor John L. Doran of the 
i and Western attended the meet- 
ngs. 

When the Norfolk and Western assumed 
control of the Cincinnati, Portsmouth and 
Virginia, in January,it was with the under- 
standing that the Belt Line would be made 
part of the sale, and the meeting to-da 
was to ratify._this part of the contract. 
The new deal makes Cincinnati a far more 
important distributing point, and opens up 
fields which before have been closed to its 
merchants and manufactories. Speaking of 
it, General Manager Johnson said: 

‘‘As one of the terminals o. the Norfolk 
and Western, Cincinnati will be given an 
outlet to the South, to the Virginia cities, 
and to the seaboard. More than that, Cin- 
cinnati will be made the eat distributing 
point for the South, West, and Northwest, 
of business over our line.

FREE EXHIBITION OF STATUARY 


There was a free exhibition of statuary 
all day yesterday ‘in Mail Street in front of 
the Post Office, that kept a crowd of pass- 
ers-by collected there from morning untit 
night. The statuary was perched on the 
top of a big truck, and the majority of the 
figures in it were without heads or arms, 
but in spite of this fact there were always 
plenty of people about it to appreciate its

The statuary, which is one of the sections 
of the MacMonnies group which is to be 
placed on the Army and Navy Arch at the 
entrance to Prospect Park, in Brooklyn, ar- 


rived at the New York entrance to the 
bridge on a truck at I o'clock yesterday 
morning on its way to Brooklyn. There it 
was stopped by a liceman, who, after 
examining it carefully from all sides de- 
cided that it was more than eight feet wide, 
and could not be taken across the bridge 
without a permit. The driver of he truck 
had not a permit, but he had a yocabulary 
of vituperative terms which attracted fa- 
vorable comment from the persons that 
gathered about him as he poured it forth on 
the policeman.

SAYS HE WAS THREATENED 


Policeman’s Statement Denied by 
Miles M. O’Brien. 








Son of Education Board President and 
Other Boys Arrested with Him 
Discharged in Court. 





Miles M, O’Brien, President of the Board 
of Education, was in the West Side Police 
Court yesterday morning to see that justice 
was done his son, Thomas, eighteen years 
old, who had been arrested with three other 
boys the previous evening on a charge of 
/disorderly conduct. 

According to Policeman Lynch of the 
West One Hundredth Street Station, who 
made the arrests, the young men were at 
the corner of Bighty-seventh Street and 
Riverside Drive with two young girls. The 


party were singing and ‘' playing the very 
mischief,” the officer testified. When he 
ordered them away they only went about 
five feet and then returned. They told 
him they were doing no harm, and it was 
none of his business what they were doing. 
Then, said the policeman, he again ordered 
them to leave, and finally arrested them. 

“I've only followed the orders of my 
Captain in making these arrests,” he said\ 
to Magistrate Brann. “ There have been 
many complaints from the people living in 
the neighborhood on account of such carry- 
ings-on.”’ 

The other prisoners were John McCarthy, 
sixteen years old, of 328 West LHighty- 
eighth Street; Charles Le Caron, nineteen 
years old, of 178 West Ninety-fourth Street, 
and Robert Pullar, eighteen years old, of 
162 West Ninety-sixth Street. Le Caron 
said that he and his companions had been 
guilty of no disorderly conduet. They had 
made no disturbance, and as for the girls, 
they were the daughters of neighbors and 
friends of several years’ acquaintance. 

Magistrate Brann discharged all four 
without further examination, and Mr. 


O’Brien, who had taken a seat with the 
Magistrate, shook his Hand. 

Later Officer Lynch told a reporter that 
as he left the court Mr. O'Brien had stared 
at him, whereupon he had inquired: ‘ Can 
I do anything for you?” Then, according 
to the policeman, Mr. O’Brien replied: 

“No. But I'll do something for you. I'll 
cause you to loge a good deal of sleep over 
this matter. You'll not stay at the One 
Hundredth Street Station very long. You'll 
be transferred.”’ 

Whén President Miles O’Brien was seen 
at his - home last evéning he said that he 
had had no conversation with the police- 
man about having him transferred. 

‘That story is made out of whole cloth,” 
he declared. ‘It is an utter fabrication. I 
did look hard at the policeman, and he 
asked me what I was looking at. I told 
him that I was oa’ at him, but I am 
not the man to spend time in conversation 
or recrimination with a policeman. 

“My boy and his friénds were making 
no disturbance, and were quietly sitting on 
a bench when this policeman came alon 
and ordered them to moye on. They ha 
done no wrong and wanted to know why 
they should move on. Naturally, they re- 
sented such action. They followed the po- 
liceman into another street, eer, is 
number. Then the arrest took place. They 
were taken tothe station house, andthe 
Sergeant on duty told the officer that he 
had no case and that he had better with- 
draw pis charge, But the officer refused to 

s 


this. 

“No, I shall take no action against the 
pobcoman. although I feel the position very 

eenly. But if my son had not been among 
the boys and I had been a witness of the 
affair as a citizen, most certainly I would 
take the case up. My position, however, 
being such as it is, I*certainly can in honor 
do nothing.” 

At the West One Hundredth Street Police 
Station Capt. Max Schmittberger contra- 
aoe the statement of his policeman. He 
said: 

“Tt reprimanded Lynch severély for get- 
ting into any controversy. I told him that 
his business was over when he mede the 

rrest. He did not say to me that Mr. 

’Brien threatened to have him transferred. 
On the contrary, the suggestion of trans- 
fer came from Lynch. yneh. said to me: 
‘I told O’Brien’ that I supposed he’d try to 
get me transferred.’ Lynch himself made 
the remark about the transfer, and for 
that I reprimanded him. No complaints 
have been made to me of noise or disturb- 
ance from the neighborhood for six 
months.” 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY ROUSED. 


Takes Up the Case. of Policemen Said 


to Have Been Tranéferred for 
Making Excise Arrests, 


District Attorney Philbin has interested 
himself in the cases of Roundsman Ennis 
and Patrolmen Becker, Faubel, and Quig- 
ley of the West One Hundredth Street Sta- 
tion, who, under Capt. Schmittberger’s di- 
rection, arrested on Sunday a week ago 
three ‘Harlem saloon keepers for violations 
of the excise law, and were very shortly 
thereafter transferred to other precincts 
for ‘‘ the good of the service."’ 

Roundsmen Ennis and Becker were sent 
to Mercer Street, Faubel to Madison Street, 
and Quigley to the Tenderloin, It was 
common talk among théir comrades when 
the transfers were made that their activ- 
ity in excise cases had caused their re- 
moval. . 

Two of the men transferred ealled on the 
District Attorney and laid their case be- 
fore him. It is surmised that they as- 
signed as the reasons for their sudden 
ghange the fact that they had done their 
uty. : 

At any rate Mr. Philbin was very much 
interested, having before had \occasion to 
announce that any licemen who were 
punished for doing their duty, no matter 
what politicians’ toes were trod on, would 
receive all the protection his office could 
afford. 

The men said they had been keeping a 
sharp look-out for this kind of violation in 
the regular course of duty, and had made 
three arrests on the Sunday in question. 
There was a well-defined rumor in! the 
Criminal Courts Building that after a 
delegation of the Liquor Dealers’ Associa- 
tion had scurried, around to various offi- 
cials the report d gone forth that the 
cases would be “dropped” in the police 
court. 

Mr. Philbin hearing 
revent such action by assigning Assistant 

istrict Attorney James Lindsay Gordon 
to appear in the West Side Court to-day 
and see to It that the three saloon keepers 
are prosecuted to the full extent of the 


law. 

Mr. Philbin not only took this unusual 
action, but also wrote the Police Com- 
missioner a sharp letter. eng questions 
eoncerning the reasons for the transfer of 
the men. Commissioner Murphy replied, 
according to the District Attorney, ‘in 
courteous terms,’’ and is understood to 
have said that the changes were made 
solely for the good of the service and not 
because of the activity of the men in the 
performance of their duties. 

Col. “Murphy, however, positively denied 
that he had received such a letter. He 
said he got letters from Mr, Philbin every 
day along the lines of gambling house com- 
pens, and that in one, received recent- 
i a new individual had heen named, but 
that it had nothing to do with transfer 
cases. He admitted having received a 
letter from one of the transferred men, 
and ‘said that he would give him a hear- 
ing.

The Electrical Union objected to the em- 
ployment of members of the Electrical 
Constructors’ Union and refused to work 
with them. The matter was laid before 
the contractors, and while the firm was 
considering the matter the Building Trades 
Council called the men out. 

Lawyer S. P. McConnell, who has charge 
of the legal affairs of the contractors, and 
who is handling the strike, said -yesterday 
that he expected that an amicable settle- 
ment would be reached within a few days.

Shoemaker Brings Sult Against Two 


Brothers and Presents a Big Bill. 

Matthew Hilgert, a shoemaker of 29 
West Twenty-sixth Street, nas brought suit 
in the Bighth District Civil Court, at 
Eighth Avenue and Twenty-third Street, 
against Gharles_C. Carpenter, thirty-five 
years old, a cripple, who lives with his 
brother, George K. Carpenter, a real estate 
dealer, at 168 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth Street, for $260 for a pair 
of shoes, and will also proceed against the 
brother to recover $50 for a pair of shoes 
which he furnished him.

WM. N. GUERNSEY 
TAKES GARBOLIC ACID 


His Body Found in a Field Near 
East 165th Street. 








His Friends Say that His Mind: Was 
Unbalanced by an Attack 
‘of the Grip. 





Dr. William Noah Guernsey of 27 West 
Fifty-second Street killed himself with car- 
bolic-acid some time on Monday night near 
an old lane on the hill east of Cromwell's 
Creek, between One Hundred and Sixty- 
fifth and One-Hundred and Sixty-sixth 
Streets and Gerard and River Avenues. His 
relatives and friends say that a motive for 
the act is not to be found in his domestic 
or professional relations, or in his affairs, 
but that his mind was unbalanced by an at- 
tack of the grip. ° 

The only mystery about the case is how 
ever a man bereft of reason could have se- 
lected the place where he was found to de- 
stroy himself. It is unlighted at night and 
difficult to reach in daylight, unless one is 
bent on going off the beaten track. 

The movements of Dr. Guernsey had not 
last night been traced from the Hotel San 
Remo, where ‘he left a patient, at 11:30 
P. M. on Monday, to 6:30 A. M. yesterday, 
when his body was found. He had been 
dead several hours. To get where he was 
found he might have crossed Central Bridge 
and crossed Cromwell’s Creek, or,he could 
have reached Melrose by train, elevated 
railroad, or surface car, and crossed One 
Hundred and Sixty-first Street on a trol- 
ley car. All the cfrcumstances of the find- 
ing of his body flout any theory of foul 

ay. 

P ithe place where’ he lay dead is on the 
property of W. W. Astor, a farm leased 

y Carl Schweppenhauser, which is near 
the old: Maillard colonial cottage. Across 
the pasture there runs an old lane, its 
borders still distinct, from River to Girard 
Avenue.

Schweppenhauser left his farm buildings 
at a few minutes past 6 o'clock with a har- 
row on his shoulder. When he reached Riy- 
er Avenue he saw a man looking down in 
the gully. The man turned and pointed out 
to the farmer an object lying east of the 
fence, about fifteen feet north of the boul- 
der spoken of. Schweppenhauser made out 
the form of a man, and dropping his harrow 
went to take a closer look, with Owen 
Cavanagh, Richard O’Kéefe, and Arthur 
Nickel, who were going to work. 

** Jerusalem!’’ he exclaimed, “ he’s taken 
a@ queer bed. Go and wake him.”’ 

Cavanagh crawled through the fence and 
took the left hand of the man, which was 
clutching his breast as he lay at full length 
with his head on his right arm, and re- 
coiled. : 

*He’s not sleeping,’’ he cried out. ‘‘ He’s 
dead and stiff.’’ 

Just then, Policeman Henry 
of the One Hundred and Sixtieth Street 
Station came up and acted officially after 
sending a messenger to the Fordham Hos- 

ital. He found cards indicating that the 
ody was that of Dr. Guernsey, and near 

by was a glass with a ground top and a 
bottle which contained carbolic acid. The 

lass smelled of it, and the dead man’s 
ips were slightly seared with it. The 
clothes worn by Dr. Guernsey, a dark suit 
and a Batin-lined black melton overcoat, 
were but slightly soiled, and on his laced 
shoes were little traces of journeying ex- 
cept some lime, 
walked.to get to the fence. In his pockets 
were $53.29, two bottles containing mor- 
phine tablets, a bottle of Magendie’s solu- 
tion, and a bottle of strychnine pills, each 
containing one-thirtieth of a grain of the 
alkaloid. There were also a flack of whis- 
ky; from which about: one drink had been 
taken; a hypodermic injection outfit, 
gloves, a pocket knife, eyeglasses, a gold 
wedding ring inscribed ‘‘ W. N. G. to C. H. 
and gold shirt studs. and‘a: gold collar but- 
ton. Dr. Guergsey’s derby. 
dented near his head, as if he 
until the poison acted, when he fell. 

Dr.. Joseph Milholland came from the 
Fordham Hospital and said that Dr. Guern- 
sey had been dead several hours. A patrol 
Wagon took the body to the old Town Hall 
at,Morrisania, and Coroner’s Physician Dr. 
John Riegelman viewed the body for Cor- 
oner Thomas M. Lynch; who will hold a 
formal inquest. A post-mortem examina- 
tion as considered unnecessary, as the 
cause of death, carbolic acid poisoning, 
Was evident. 

Dr. Guernsey's family were notified by 
His wife was prostrated by the 
first information sent that her husband 
had met with an accident, and she com- 
municated with his uncle, Dr. Egbert 
-Guernsey, at the Madrid apartment house, 
in West Fifty-ninth Street. He at once 
startec for Morrisania with his daughter, 
Miss Florence Guernsey, and they promptly 
established their relative’s identity. The 
body was embalmed at an undertaker’s 
near by and was sent in the evening to 


West Fifty-seeond Street. 
“T°, cannot © believe,’ said Dr. Egbert 
Guernsey -last night, “that my nephew 


committed suicide. I saw no trace of poison 
when I looked at him as he lay dead. I 
prefer to believe that he was out of his 
mind and wandered off and perished. 
“Dr. Guernsey had a large practice, was 
acutely conscientious, and had been un- 


usually busy since the beginning of the 
year cause of the prevalence of grip. 
About six weeks ago he was taken down 
with it, but he only laid up a couple of 
days. He resumed his practice sooner than 


was prudent, because the attack left him, 
as is the history of the malady this season, 
im a very much prostrated condition.

SUICIDE OF A MILL GIRL. 





WAR OVER REAPPORTIONMENT.

The police took Myrtle May Flannigan, 
a@ mill girl, out of her room on the top floor 
of 821 Tenth Avenue, about 11:30 o’clock 
on Monday night, unconscious from the ef- 
fects of carbolic acid which she had swal- 
lowed. She died at the Roosevelt Hospital 
early yesterday morning. 

The girl had a friend, Louisa Hartmeyer, 
who had shared all of her secrets since she 
came to New York with her family from 
Paterson, about two years ago. As soon 
as the police had taken Myrtle to the hos- 
pital, Edward Bodine, her stepfather, re- 


membered the intimacy of the two young 
women, and remembered, also, a remark 
which the mill girl had made to her 
mother. 

“Hurry around to Louisa Hartmeyer’s 
house, on Forty-eighth Street,” he said to 
Policeman Reilly. ‘You may find another 
girl dying there.”’ 

But Reilly was agreeably disappointed. 
Louisa Hartmeyer was simply asleep. Myr- 
tle had kept her part of a compact; Louisa 
had not, 

Bodine stated to the police that his wife 
had informed him that some time _ago 
Myrtle had said that she and Louisa Hart- 
meyer had agreed that if they foresaw that 
they were going to become ‘old maids’”’ 
they would die together. 

When Myrtle was only seventeen years 
old, her friend said,

SALVATION OF DELIA LOUGHLIN. 





History of a Notorious Character Who 
Became an Evangelist. 


There are few New’ Yorkers who have 
read the newspapers of this city for ten 


years who cannot recall the remarkable 


case of Delia Loughlin, ‘ The Blue Bird of 
Mulberry Bend,’’ who in 1891 suddenly left 
forever a life in the slums that had made 
her a terror to the police and became trans- 
formed into one of the most earnest and 
eloquent female evangelists who ever 
worked among the human derelicts in dark 


alleys and dives. 

In May, 1891, the girl, who was then 
twenty-three years old, happened to be 
drinking in one of the dives of the district 


when a party of mission workers, including 
two or three women, entered the place. 
One of these women gave ‘“‘ The Blue Bird "’ 
a rose and spoke some words of Christian 
hope in her ear. The 7 next night the 
girl presented herself at the Florence Mis- 
sion, and from there was directed to the 
Door of Hope, in East Sixty-first Street, 
which she entered, and from that day was 
a changed woman. She threw her whole 
scul into the work of evangelism among 
her former associates. She traveled all 
over the State and addressed hundreds of 
meetings. Her constitution had been un- 
dermined, however, by the terrible strain 
of. her slum life, and she died within a year. 

The woman who gave her the rose in the 
dive was Mrs. E. M. Whittemore, of the 
Door of Hope, and Mrs. Whittemore has is- 
sued a little book giving a complete history 
of the remarkable ‘case.

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PREPARING FOR THE

New Jersey Central Officials Said 
to Have Men in Reserve. 








Result of Ballot on the Tie-Up Question 
May Not Be Known for Some Days 
—How the Vote Is Cast. 





There appeared to be some hope remain- 
ing yesterday among the more conserva- 
tive employes of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey that a strike may be averted 
at the last moment, though the men on all 
divisions were balloting on the question of 
tying up the road.

MRS. SPENCER LOSES HER CASE 


Wanted Judge Newburger Directed to 
Permit Her in His Court When 


She Pleased. 

Mrs. George E. Spencer, who is a member 
of the ‘‘ Prison Guild,” has failed in her at- 
tempt to induce the Supreme Court to di- 
rect that Justice Newburger or any other 
Judge of General Sessions must allow her 
into his courtroom whenever she desires to 
become a listener at trials there. Mrs. 
Spencer on March 12 or 13 signaled to 
Judge Newburger with regard to the case 
of a girl named Gussie Seamon, who was 
charged with grand larceny, and whom 
Mrs. Spencer wished committed to the 
Protestant Episcopal Convent at Inwood- 


on-the-Hudson. Justice Newburger_re- 
fused to speak to her, and had her exclud- 
ed from his courtroom from that day. 

Mrs, Spencer applied to Justice Andrews 
for a writ of prohibition debarring Justice 
Newburger from interfering with her and 
for a writ of mandamus to compel him 
and his court attendants to permit her to 
enter his courtroom whenever she desires 
to do so. 

Justice Andrews says Mrs. Spencer has 
not shown that she was ever prevented 
from entering Justice Newburger’s room by 
his order; that a writ of prohibition can 
only restrain a court or Judge from_ fur- 
ther proceedings; that both Justice New- 
burger and his court attendants acted 
within their discretion, and that a writ of 
peremptory mandamus cannot issue until 
after an alternative writ on which the 
facts can be ascertained has been adjudi- 
cated upon. He denies Mrs. Spencer's ap- 
plication with $10 costs.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 9.—Grand Chief 

Morrissey of the Brotherhood of Railway 


Trainmen, who has just arrived home from 


New York, said to-day that, notwithstand- 


ing the failure to secure a conference with 
Vice President Warren, he still thought the 
trouble on the Central Railway of New Jer- 
sey would be settled satisfactorily to all

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DEFECTS IN THE CHARTER 


Controller Finds a Change Which 
Will Increase Tax Burdens. 








THE CITY CLUB’S EXAMINATION 


Another Saurce of Patronage Through 
the Board of Education—Revision 
Commissioners’ Attitude. 








The Mayor, Assistant Corporation Coun- 
sel Ladd, and their corps of assistants con- 
tinued their work yesterday of looking for 
changes that had been made in the charter 
by the Legislature. Alfred M. Downs, the 
Mayor’s secretary, said that the work was 
a@ very laborious one, and that it would 
take every minute that the law allowed. 
It is not expected that the examination of 
the amended charter will be completed be- 
fore Saturday. 

It is regarded as certain that at the hear- 
fing before the Mayor,on Saturday a large 
mumber of persons will be present to pro- 
test individually and representatively 
against the approval of the charter. The 
genera! sentiment among members of the 
Revision Commission is that while there 


are many “jobs” and radical defects in 
the measure which has been passed by the 
Legislature, nevertheless the bill should be- 
come a law, and that remedial measures 
should be introduced at once’to eliminate 
the — for whose existence it is 
found so hard to account. 

Controller Coler is preparing a_ letter, 
which he will send to the Mayor, telling of 
the amendments he has discovered which 
he thinks unwise. Mr. Coler issued this 
statement yesterday: 

“The new charter contains in Section 480 
an important change, which will cost the 
city a large sum of money. As the law is 
at present, the land owned by the city in 
Westchester and Putnam Counties for use 
in connection with the water supply is 
taxed at its value, exclusive of the con- 
struction of works necessary for the water 
supply, and at the same value as other 
lands in the immediate neighborhood. 

“The new charter proposes, however, to 
annul Section 480 by striking out these pro- 
visions. Hereafter the construction and 
works necessary for water supply—that is, 
dams, gatehouses, masonry, &c., which 
heave cost the city millions of dollars—will 
be taxed on such valuation as the local 
Town Assessors may see fit to put upon 
them. 

“This is simply a scheme to compel New 
York City to pay the bulk of _the taxes 
through the country towns in Westchester 
and Putnam Counties.”’ 

The City Club has had a@ dozen clerks at 
work for the last few days comparing the 
new charter with the one recommended by 
the Revision Commission and with the 
present charter. The club yesterday issued 
a statement in which a great many differ- 
ences were pointed out between the meas- 
ure: passed and that recommended. The 
club forwarded this statement to the Gay- 
ernor, the Mayor, the Controller, the mem- 
bers of the legislative Committees on Cit- 
fes, and.such others as are concerned with 
the bill. 

The City Club discovered several more 
surprises. One of these is a_ provision 
which allows representatives of tailoring 
establishments to have offices in the build- 
ings occupied by the Fire Department, An- 
other gives power to the Board of Educa- 
tion to extend the system of free lectures 
into any building it may choose to use. 
This, it is said, will. open up chances for 
ge gee in the matter of rents which will

FROM THE CITY CLUB'S STATEMENT. 


Among the paragraphs of the City Club’s 
statement are the following: 


Section 43 in the bill retains provisions which 
the commission's bill would repeal, to the effect 
that ‘the legislative power respecting the 
Health, Police, Park, Fire, and Building Depart- 
ments shall be conferred upon said department, 
respectively,’’ and that any modification of 
une existing rules, regulations, and ordinances 
affecting any of the departments and all or- 
dinances to be -passed to govern the Board of 
Public Improvements or any of the departments 
thefeof, must originate with the department con- 
cerned, or with said board, and must be adopted 
or rejected by the Boafd of Aldermen without 
amendment.’’ This language was sufficiently 
obscure’ in the gharter as enacted; but in the 
th which would abolish both the Department 
of Buildings and the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, it is incomprehensible. 

In Section 155 the bill does not include the 
mew provision proposed in the commission's bill 
forbidding the Corporation Counsel to ‘ deter- 
mine not to take an appeal or abandon an ap- 
peal already taken'’’ without ‘‘the previous 
Written approval of the Coritroller.”’ 

Ingthe commission’s bill, Section 536 is amend- 
ed By the addition of the following sentence: 
** Neither the Commissioner of Street Cleaning, 
nor any Deputy Commissioner of Street Clean- 
ing, nor any member of the uniformed force of 
the Street Cleaning Department, shall be per- 
mitted to contribute any moneys, directly or itn- 
directly, to any political fund (or to join or be 
or become a member of any political club or as- 
sociation or any club or association) intended to 
effect legislation for or on behalf of the Street 
Cleaning Department or any member thereof."’ 
The words printed tn parentheses above are not 
included in the amendment as it appears in the 
bill. The intention is perhaps evident, but it 
will be seen that the language of the amend- 
ment as thus changed is incoherent. 

The bill would not include in Section 733 the 
provision, Which the commission's bill would in- 
sert, that ‘‘no employe of any contractor for 
the making of uniforms for the Fire Department 
shall have’ an office within any building be- 
longing to or under the control of said Fire De- 
partment.’’ 


Section 1,069 is entirely new in both the bill - 


and the commission's bill. The bill does rot 
include ‘‘ schgols for colored people ’’* among the 
schools which the Board of Education may “ es- 
tablish and conduct.’’ The commission's bill in- 
cludes them. The bill provides that the Board 
of Education shall have power ‘‘to maintain 
free lectures and courses of instruction for the 
people of New York.’’ The language of the 
commission’s bill at this point is ‘‘ to maintain 
free lectures within the various buildings pnder 
the control of the D2partment of Education.” 

Section 1,092 relates to the pensions of teachers. 
Thistsection in the bill would provide that the 
Board of Education should retire a teacher only 
up@n the recommendation of the City Superin- 
temdent,.that teacliers in the Normal College 

ht be retired upon pensions, that the pensions 
a retired Principal should not exceed "$1,500, 
nd that the pension of a retired ‘‘ supervising 
officer ’’ should not exceed $2,000. The commis- 
sion’s bill contains none of these provisions, and 
would keep the present HMmit of $1,000 for all 
pensions. In various min particulars the bill 
makes the provisions of this section more liberal 
than they are in the commission's bill. 

Section 1,099 is entirely new in both the bill 
and thé commission’s bill, In the bill, howaver, 
the section does not contain the provision in- 
cluded. in this section in the commission’s bill, 
that no member of the teaching force shall ‘‘ join 
or be or become a member of any club or asso- 
ciation intended to affect or engage in affecting 
legislation increasing their emoluments.’’ 


REAL ESTATE CONDEMNATION. 


Both the Legislature and the Revision 
Commission have done good work on the 
charter in the important matter of real es- 
tate condemnation proceedings, according 
to Henry F. Miller, the lawyer, of 44 Pine 
Street. The evils attendant upon former 
methods S0 impressed Mr. Miller in the 
course of his practice that he wrote a 
pamphlet on the subject and induced As-~- 
semblgman Julius H. Seymour of the Nine- 
teentH District to agitate for a reform. 
which he considers has now in a measure 
been accomplished. 

Delay in paying awards, involving heavy 
interest charges to the city and often great 
hardship to owners, and the fact that no 
allowance for personal property, which 
may be rendered valueless by rémoval, has 
been permitted, Mr. Miller cites as_ the 
principal evils. Commissioners in Con- 
sdemnation Proceedings have been appoint- 
ed too often through political influence, he 
Bays, and have deliberately kept matters 
in abeyance until, in some cases, the ex- 
pense of the proceedings has exceeded the 
award for the property acquired. The ‘in- 
fluence of the Corporation Counsel, tog, 
Mr, Miller says, in such causes has ex- 


eéeded that in any other legal proceedings 
conducted by him.

CANAL IMPROVEMENT OPPOSED. 


Frank .Campbell, Chairman. of ‘the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, who is at the Hoff- 
man House, is opposed to the proposition 
to-expend $26,000,000 in the\improvement of 
‘the State canals. 

“The enlargement of the canals,” he 
said yesterday, ‘‘ to permit of the passage 
of large vessels from the great lakes to 


the Hudson River and thence to the At- 
lantic seaboard, is all well enough. in its 
way. But the money would be practically 
wasted and every Republican County 
Chairman and district leader would have 
the ditch filled with political workers. 

“Furthermore, a ship canal would permit 
Western agriculturists to ship their prod- 
ucts to New York City and other seaports 
without elevator and transshipment charges 
at Buffalo, and thus enter into a competi- 
tion that would be disastrous to New York 
farmers.

**“Many Democrats believe that the best 
policy would be to turn the State canals 
over to the general Government, and permit 
the latter to enlarge and improve them, so 
that they would be of use to the United 
States, both in time of peace and war.”’

COMMON LAW MARRIAGE BILL. 


Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, April 9.—The Weekes Common 
Law Marriage bill passed the Senate to- 
day and now goes to the Governor. The 
passage of the bill by the Senate was the 
culmination of a two years’ hard fight in 
the Legislature. 

There was considerable dodging in the 
Serate when the vote was taken on the 


bil. Senator Ellsworth, the Republican 
leader, made the principal speech against 
it. Senators Cocks, Teeter, Foley, Green, 
Marshall, McCabe, Stewart, Sullivan, Stran- 
ahan, Grady, and Higgins were the Sen- 
ators who were absent on roll call. Sen- 
ators McEwan, Sherwood, and Wilcox, who 
had.been counted on as favoring the bill, 
were among the eight who voted against it. 
In explanation of what the bill does, Mr. 
Weekes to-night made the following state- 
ment: 

“The bill dees away with the so-called 
common-law marriage after Jan. i, 1902. 
This form of marriage has been recognized 
in this State since 1809, ard since that 
date, as the population has increased, has 
led to more and more blackmail and more 
and more uncertainty as to property rights. 
Not only were the people held by the 
ccurts to a marriage where a marriage was 
never contemplated, but very often where 
a marriage was supposed to exist the 
parties have been declared in the courts 
not to have been man and wife. 

“The important contract of marriage 
should never be left uncertain, more per- 
haps for the protection of the woman than 
of the man, apd the abolition of this out- 
rageous law has been demanded through- 
out the State not only by all religious de- 
nominations, but by all lawyers, authors 
on the subject, and more especially by the 
who rightly complained that a 
ferm of marriage was recognized joy the 
State which half the time they were un- 
able to prove. 

““In the future and after Jan. 1, 1902, it 
will be necessary for parties who desire to 
be married in this State to go before a 
clergyman, Mayor, Judge, or Alderman 
and have the ceremony performed and .en- 
tered in a book kept for the purpose, or 
they must enter into a written contract, 
arenes by the parties before two witnesses, 
which parties and witnesses must acknowl- 
edge the same before a notary public 
the contract must be recorded in the Town 
or City Clerk’s office within six morths 
after the ceremony, wheré it is provided 
that a book shall be kept for,sthe entry of 
such contract. 

“It is the first step toward a reform in 
the marriage laws of this State. We have 
in this State certainly the maximum of 
simplicity, but with the common-law mar- 
riage in effect, there was no certainty. I 
amin favor of gradually making the mar- 
riage law even more stringent than that 
required by my bill, but bel‘eve that the 
steps to such stringency should be gradu- 
ally taken, and therefore the written con- 
tractywas provided for. 

“In the future I lcok to a gradual amend- 
ment to the law so that the marriage laws 
of this State will be brought up to the 
stendard required by most other States and 
in all foreign couutries. 

“Of course my bill does not affect any 
rglations existing prior to Jan. 1, 1902, but 
after that date writing must be produced 
in order to prove the important contract of 
marriage. Blackmail will be done’ away 
with, women will be secure in their mar- 
riage relations, and property rights will be 
duly protected.”’ 


TO ADJOURN APRIL 23. 


ALBANY, April 9.—The Legislature will 
adjourn on April 23. This was settled this 
afternoon, although Senator Ellsworth still 
believes the date should be the 26th, as the 
Senate needs that time to finish its busi- 
ness. The leader of the Assembly, Mr. 
Allds, has all along said that so far as the 
Assembly was concerned the Legislature 
could adjourn on ‘the 20th. 

It was, however, suggested at a confer- 
ence this morning that there might be some 
desire to discuss the New York charter on 
both sides, the Republicans desiring to ex- 
plain some of the amendments made, over 
which there have been newspaper discus- 
sions. If the Mayor holds the bill until 
April 20 that could not be done. Mr. Allds 
and Speaker, Nixon therefore agreed to the 
28d as the éarliest date for adjournment. 


This is the latest adjournment day in 
some years. 


REFEREE BILL AMENDED.

ALBANY, April 9.—There was a breeze 
in the Senate to-day over Senator Ells- 
worth’s bill authorizing the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court of the First 
Department, New York, to appoint certain 
referees. The bill abolishes the present 
referce system, which allows the designa- 
tion as referee of any attorney whom the 
Court may desire to appoint. 

The new bill provides that the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court in the First 
Department shall, between May 1 and May 
10, 1901, appoint svewny. attorneys and 
counselors at law, who shall be known as 
Referees of the Supreme Court and Sur- 
rogates’ Court of the County of New York, 
and twenty such attorneys and counselors 
at law._who shall be known as Referees of 
the City Court of New York.

ANOTHER LIBRARY BILL. 
ALBANY, -April 9.—A bill to enable mu- 
nicipalities of this State to receive gifts for 
public libraries:from Andrew Carnegie and 


other public-spirited men was introduced 
to-day by Assemblyman Griffith. 

The bill provides that a municipality or 
district may raise money by tax to es- 
tablish and maintain a library, or to pro- 
vide a building or rooms for its use, or to 
share the cost as agreed with other bodies, 
or to pay for library privileges under a 


contract. It may also acquire real or per- 
senal property for library purposes by sift, 
grant, devise, or condemnation, and may 


take, buy, sell, hold, and transfer either 
real or personal a erty and administer 
the same for public library purposes. 

By majority vote at any election, any 
municipality or district, or by a _ three- 
fourths vote of its Council, any city may 
accept gifts, grants, devises, or bequests 
for public Nbrary purposes on condition 
that a specified annual appropriation shall 
thereafter be made for maintenance:of the 
library. Such acceptarces when approved 
by the Regents of the University shall be 
a binding contract, and the tax levy shall 
be made accordingly. ; 


Bill for County Register’s Fees.

The Sullivan motion was adopted and the 
bill was recommitted. 

The Kelsey Rapid Transit bill for New 
York City, on third reading, was recom- 
mitted to the Cities Committee, on motion 
of Mr. Kelsey, wlio desires to compare it 
with the Senate bill. 

In the Senate there was half an hour’s 
discussion over the O’Connell bill provid- 
ing for the closing of butchers’ shops 
on’Sunday. Senator Davis tried to have 
Erie County exempted and also to 
amend so as to make it go into cf- 
fect at 1 o’clock P. M. Sunday. \ Senator 
McKinney contended that the bill would 
work hardship on poor people who could 
not afford to spend money for ice to keep 
meat on Sunday. The bill was finally 
passed, 41 yeas to 6 nays. 

There was quite a little debate over As- 
semblyman S. W. Smith’s bill providing for 
the taxation of localities for the support 
of the Firemen’s Home at Hudson. A dozen 
Senators wanted to exempt their counties. 
By a vote of 22 to 15 it was decided to ad- 
vance the bill. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN.

burn reservoir, in Brooklyn. The demand 
that this improvement be made was ap- 
proved by the Manufacturers’ Association 
and by the officials of the Water Supply 
Department.

WIRES LAID FOR THE 
NEW EAST RIVER BRIDGE 





Strands for the Temporary Struct- 
- ure Carried Across the Water. 





Uncoiled from. Reels and Dropped to 
Bottom of River—They Will 
Be Raised. 





Now lying on the bottom of East River is 
the. first tangible connection between 
Brooklyn and Manhattan of*%he many that 
must pass from borough to borough be- 
fore there is the sound of traffic on the 
new East River Bridge. Three strands of 
one of the four cables upon which the tem- 
porary structure will be suspended were 
dropped into the water yesterday, unwind- 
ing from reels on a float towed across. 
This new method of establishing the initial 
connection between the two towers was 
in every way a success, and the actual 
work of crossing the river with the strands 
was done in twelve minutes. 

It was some time after the noon hour 
when the start was made. From the Man- 
hattan anchorage back at Delancey Street, 
600 feet from the saddle at the fop of the 
tower, the three wire ropes two and a half 
inches in diameter, had been stretched. 
They passed over the saddle at the summit 
of the tower to the reels on.the float, some 
300 feet in the river below. All was pre- 
pared for the start. Tugs hung about the 
float ready to drag her off. Above in the 
stream the harbor supervisor Vigilant 
floated to close the river to traffic at the 
signal. The usual river craft drifted curi- 
ously about, anxious to see, and yet half 
afraid to come too near. 

On the float Col, Washington Roebling 
and his chief engineer, William Hilde- 
brand, had general charge. Finally Capt. 
George Earl of the Champion decided that 
the tide was slack, and there was little 
danger of being carried too far off the 
course, The Champion passed lines to the 
float, so that she could be towed side on. 


The Flint and the Unity attached them- 
selves to each end of the reel-laden float. 
Lines were cast off. The Champion blew 
a long blast. Instantly the channel was 
closed by the Vigilant. Ferryboats and tugs 
with tows hurried to cross the line of ad- 
vance. The Champion tightened her lines. 
From the heights of the tower, the decks 
of tugs about, and even from the eastern 
shore, there came a cheering, and then the 
snap. of cameras. Every whistle within 
penetrating distance shrieked. 

‘*Now, then,’ shouted a voice back of 
the float as the Champion went ahead. 

At each of the three reels the groups of 
men loosened the restraining ropes. The 
wire rolled off into the river. «At times the 
movement of the reels was rapid, but at 
a word from those in charge ropes gripped 
the edges of the oa As the fleet neared 
the middle of the rive? the tide, which Was 
still felt, carried the float and three pro- 
testing tugs up the river, spoiling the mak- 
ing of a perfectly straight crossing. For 
a moment it was thought that the upward 
movement would run the cable from the 
reels before the eastern shore was reached, 
But the Champion ‘pulled slightly down 
stream, and the deflection came to an end. 
By this time people in Williamsburg were 
becoming personally interested. 

‘“‘Good for Champion,’ shouted.a mob 
on a Williamsburg pier, as the fleet again 
headed straight for the eastern tower, 

Then the Champion dodged me out 

of the way, the side tugs backed, there 
was a dull bump, and the thing was done. 
The reels, still with cable to spare, were 
moored to the eastern shore just beneath 
the South Sixth Street tower. Williamsburg 
looked with eyes of gratification at the 
wire message from Manhattan. 

“There's -rapid transit for you,’’ 
the man with whom the crowd agreed. 

The three reels, upon e&ch of which 
some. 300 feet were still left, will be al- 
Yowed to remain where they are until 
Thursday. Then one of the ends will be 
hoisted to the saddle at the top of the 
eastern tower by engines on the _ boats. 
Thence it will'be carried to the Williams- 
burg anchorage, 600 feet from the saddle. 
The raising will be done by a specially 
constructed engine. The strand will be 
es up until it is 168 feet from the water 
in thé middle. It will then stretch from 
one tower top to the other, with the sag 
in the middle. 

The other two strands, which were car- 
ried across the river yraerey, will be 
raised up on Friday and Saturday. When 
all three of the strands have been put in 
eo they will be bound together with 

ron clamps, from which timbers will de- 
pend. They will thus form a single cable, 

When these earner cables have been 
completed they will have been arranged in 
pairs, one pair from the southern part of 
the towers and the other from the north- 
ern, The interval between the members 
of a pair is eleven and a half feet, and 
that between the two pairs fifty-five feet.

‘‘This is made necessary,’’ W. O. Por- 
ter, Construction Superintendent for the 
Roeblings, explained yesterday, ‘‘ because 
of the deflection of the cable in the mid- 
dle. The permanent cable will be made on 
the structure strand by strand. A strand 
wil} be drawn across, and then combined 
with other strands. Of course, at the ends 
the permanent cables will lie when finished 
very nearly in the relative plane they are 
to He in when the bridge is finished. But 
in the centre*the cables must be put down 
lower some sixteen feet, because there is 
where the sag or bend comes. 
double deck is made necessary. 
July before the temporary structure is 
ready. The permanent cables will be 
eighteen and three-quarter inches in diam- 
eter, and will contain over 8,500 wires.” 
The method of carrying thestrands across 
the river adopted yesterday is declared 
by Col. Roebling to be something new here. 
When the Brooklyn Bridge was built a 
small line was dragged across, then a 
larger and a ae most of the exchange 
being done in the air. But in this case 
strands of the temporary cable are un- 
coiled along the bottom of the river, then 
raised, and later combined. Then the per- 
manent cables are manufactured on the 
structure built in midair upon “the tem- 
orary cables thus obtained. The°saving 
n time by the new method is twelve days 
in all, or three days for each of the tem- 
porary cables.

GIVEN 10 THE NATION 


Equestrian Monument of the Sol- 
dier and Statesman Unveiled. 








The President and Senator Depew 
Speak of His Deeds in Peace 


and War. 





WASHINGTON, April 9.—The heroic 
bronze equestrian statue of Major Gen, 
Johai A. Logan, which rests on an imposing 
bronze pedestal in Iowa Circle, was un- 
veiled to-day, and given to the Nation in 
the presence of the President, the Cabi- 
net, the widow, and the relatives of the gal- 
lant soldier, many of his comrades in arms, 
and a vast multitude of people. The 
sculptor, Franklin Simmons, who was 
knighted by King Humbert of Italy, as a 
tribute to the artistic character of the 
work, also was present. 

Master George Tucker, a grandson of the 
honored warrior, pulled the unveiling cord 
at 2:45 o’clock. The folds of the large 
American flag fell away, and the dashing 
figure of *‘ Black Jack’’ Logan seated on 
his charger stood revealed amid a roar of 
cheering that echoed far down the inter- 
secting streets and avenues. 

The President and members of the Cabi- 
net had been escorted to the statue by a 
military parade under command of Col, 
Francis L. Guenther of the Fourth United 
States Artillery. The procession included 
detachments from the artillery and in- 
fantry arms of the regular army, a battal- 
ion of marines, and a company of seamen 
from the navy yard, a provisional regi- 
ment of the District of Columbia Militia, 
members of the Societies of the Army of 
the Tennessee, and Army of the Cumber- 
land, and members of the local veteran 
associations. aces 

Mrs. John A. Logan and the other rela- 
tives sat upon a platform at the base of 
the monument. Mrs. Logan was escorted 
by Col. Maxwell Woodhull, who was Gen. 
Logan’s Adjutant General during the civil 
war, With her were also Thomas M. Lo- 
gan of Murphysborough, Ill., a brother of 
Gen. Logan; Miss M. E. Logan, a niece; 


8. K. Cunningnam, Mrs. Logan’s brother; 
Logan Tucker of Chicago, a grandson, and 
Mrs. Tucker; Mr. and Mrs. Richard S. 
Tuthill of Chicago, Mrs. George M. Pull- 
man of Chicago, Gen, F, A. Starring of 
‘New York, Gen. and Mrs. Blackmar of 
Boston, and the personal servant of Major 
John A. Logan, Jr., who was with the lat- 
ter when he was killed in the eo 

The President and his Cabinet and other 
distinguished guests occupied a flag-draped 
stand opposite this platform, while in an- 
other stand extending around the monu- 
ment were other pears, including many of 
Gen. Logan’s old comrades; representa- 
tives of John A. Logan Post, G. A. R., of 
St. Louis; the Logan Republican Club of 
aepomnye, and the Logan Club of Philadel- 
phia. 

Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, President of the 
Army of the Tennessee, who is the only liv- 
ing General represented in the group#@on 
the bronze pedestal, showing Gen. Logan 
in a council of war with his commanding 
officers, presided over the ceremonies. 

At the moment of the unveiling a sec- 
tion of the Fourth Artillery fired a Na- 
tional salute on the White Lot, south of 
the Executive Mansion. 


MR. McKINLEY’S ADDRESS. 


President McKinley received an ovation 
as he was introduced, and it was some 
time before he could begin his remarks. 
He spoke as follows: 

“It is a good token when patriots are 
honored and patriotism exalted. Monu- 
ments which express the Nation’s gratitude 
for great deeds inspire great deeds. The 


statue unveiled to-day proclaims our coun- 
try’s appreciation of one of her heroic 
sons whose name is dear to the American 
people, the ideal volunteer soldier of two 
wars, the eminent Senator and commoner, 
Gen. John A, Logan. 

“‘Logan’s career was unique. His dis- 
tinction does not rest upon his military 
achievements alone. His services in the 
Legislature of his own State, in the Na- 
tional House of Representatives, and in the 
Senate of the United States would have 
given him an equally conspicuous place in 
the annals of the country. He was great 
in the forum and in the field. 

“Some names instantly suggest a senti- 
ment. That of Logan stands for exalted 
patriotism. This was the key of his suc- 
cess. Party poplitics to him was nothing 
when the Union was in danger. When the 
alternative came he was swift to dedicate 
his life and fortune to the party of Lin- 
coln, because, it stood for the indivisability 
of the Union. How much he did to create 
and increase the sentiment of loyalty and 
coe among the people of his own 

tate and throughout the Nation can never 
be told. He stood with Douglas, ‘holding 
up the cause of the Union, and offered his 
own life as a cheerful sacrifice, if need 
be, for its preservation. 

“Logan was never half-hearted. An in- 
tense patriot, he was also an intense par- 
tisan. He was as forceful in the Senate 
as he was undaunted in battle. He had 
convictions, and followed them to their con- 
Glusions at any cost. He was never a 
trimmer nor a laggard. He despised du- 
plicity, was the soul of frankness, and al- 
ways at the front in ever struggle, civil 
or military, during the years of his event- 
ful life. He was a leader from boyhood 
the recognized captain among his youthful 
associates. : 

‘His integrity was pronounced and 
served him well, as integrity will serve 
every man who has and keeps it. His suc- 
cess was founded on good character, un- 
failing sincerity, high courage, and unre- 
mitting industry. He came out of the war 
with the highest military honors of the 
volunteer woldier. Brilliant in battle and 
strong in military council, his was also the 
true American spirit, for when the war 
was ended he was genes and eager to re- 
turn_to the peaceful pursuits of civil life. 

"7 ile a strict disciplinarian, he was 
yet beloved by all his men. No duty was 
too hazardous for them to cheerfully, un- 
dertake and no sacrifice was too great for 
them to undergo when he commanded. He 
was not only considerate and tendér of the 
soldiers whom he ied, but generous’ and 
chivalrous to his brother-officers. It was 
siginificant of his generous spirit that un- 
der the tempting opportunity of a.great 
command he declined it rather than injus- 
‘tice should be done and humiliation put 
upon a brother-officer. No wonder that 
Gen. Logan was the idol of the’ rank and 
~ of the army. They loved him; he loved 

em. 

‘In Washington, with most onerous and 
exacting Senatorial duties resting upon 
him, he was devoted to the wantsand 
necessities of his old command. His sym- 
pathy, his services, and his Hmited. purse 
were never denied them in their need. He 
Was among the first Commanders of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and to him 
we are indebted for that beautiful service 
which on the 30th of May each year brings 
to the aves of the soldier dead, among 
whom he now rests in everlasting com- 
radeship, the offerings of an affectionate 
— and the undying gratitude of a Na- 

on. 

‘“‘As a popular orator his vcice has been 
heard in every State and Territery of the 
Union, always for his country and for the 
flag he loved. 

“The highest qulcsy ever paid him was 
by his father. The latter in his will di- 
vided his pecperey between his widow and 
children equally, ‘except’—and I quote from 
the will—' John Alexander, whose marked 
abilities are such that he can provide for 
himself and aid his mother if necessary. 
This provision is not made from want of 
affection, but because of unbounded confi- 
dence in his future success.’ 

‘* What a remarkable tribute from father 
to son. That expression of faith was 
enough to quicken the young man’s noblest 
aspirations and call out the best that was 
in him. And how worthily he vindicated 
the confidence. To have inherited, to have 
deserved, and to have fulfilled that com- 
mendation from his father’s Icve and faith 
were better than any inheritance of 
Tands* and tenements, stock, bonds and 
money. Beloved of father, wife, and chil- 
dren, beloved of his comrades in war and 
in peace, and beloved of his country, his 
whole life realized his father’s prophecy, 
aud its words would adorn any monument 
to his fame.”’ 

The President seyérai times was inter- 
rupted by applause, and there was a great 
outburst of cheering when he concluded. - 


SENATOR DEPEW’S ORATION. 


The oration was delivered by Senator 
Depew of New York, who spoke as follows: 
“The history of our country is condensed 
in the Revolutionary and eivil wars. As 
Washington stands out in the first of our 


crucial contests, so does Lincoln in the 
second. About Lincoln cluster Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan, Logan, McPherson, and a 
host of otherm heroes. 

“Tt is a popular delusion that the fibre 
of American character is best wrought and 
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exhibited in those who have been deficient 
in early open for educatioh, whose 
struggles have been harder than their, fel- 
lows, and who have passed: their youth 
either in or upon the borders ef the West- 
ern wilderness. It Was found in the civil 
war that there was no difference in cour- 
age, dash, or endurance between the men 
of the East, the West, the North, or the 
Scuth; between those who ‘came from the 
fields, forest, the mines, or the factories, 
and those who stepped out from the pulpit, 
the lawyer’s office, the counting jouse, the 
prefessor’s chair, or the pedagdgué’s seat. 

‘*In that most illustrative,body of Ameri- 
ean manhood, the Rough Rider Regiment 
of the Spanish war, the dandy from the 
club, the student from the university, and 
the cowboy frem the plains, in the stress 
of battle, in the deadly charge and under 
the hail of bullets, found that their only 
differences were in dress, and that under 
fire and following the flag they were equal 
and equally good Americans. 

“In the crises of our fate as a Nation 
God seems to have raised up and prepared 
men specially for the accomplishment of 
the wonderful purposes which he had in 
store for the Republic,. But these wonder- 
ful intelligences, ready for great occa- 
sions and the accomplishment of historic 
‘deeds, are inactive and undistinguished in 
communities like ours until their country 
calls them to duty. 

“The Mexican war at once: fired the 
imagination of the adventurous youth of 
our land. It carried young Logan, with a 
musket, as a private in the ranks of his 
company across the Rio Grande, and he 
won his shoulder straps in the bleody bat- 
tles under Gens. Taylor and Scott. This 
baptism of fire opened the mind, enlarged 
the horizon, and pointed out a larger future 
than ever dreamed of before for himself 





and for his country to this enthusiastic lad.’ 


“A most difficult thing for any one is to 
escape fromm his surroundings of neighbor- 
hood, traditions, provincialisms, and fam- 
ily. It is a more serious task if a born 
leader has discovered the errors of opin- 
ion of himself and his neighbors and at- 
tempts to remain their leader by converting 
them to his new-born ideas. There was no 
more unpromising section of the United 
States in which to rear a Union man and a 
Federal soldier than the ancient Egypt of 
Illinois. It had been settled by slavehold- 
ers and the sons of slaveholders, and its 
people, from blood relationship, sympathy 
and /association, were in thorough accord 
with the slave-holding States from which 
they had come. 

‘Young Logan. became their idol, and he 
was their Representative in Congress. The 
nearly unanimous vote by .which he was 
sent to Washington illustrated the closeness 
and confidence Between himself and this 
constituency. He was a tower of strength 
for the ctionary views and purposes of 
the slav leaders in Congress, but under- 
neath the sentiment and principles of the 
party to which he was devoted there bright- 
ly burned a spirit of liberty. 

“Slavery was intolerant of opposition and 
discussion. Lovejoy. of Illinois, Logan’s fel- 
low-member, was one of the bravest and 
ablest of the anti-slavery champions. When 
he rose to speak in the House of Repre- 
sentatives there crowded about him an en- 
raged mob of members which not only pre- 
vented his being heard, but threatened his 
life. It was this incident which opened the 
eyes of Logan to the great truth, subse- 
quently expressed by Lincoln, that the 
Union could never endure half free and 
half slave. He instantly stepped upon the 
side of liberty, and so imperiously demand- 
ed a recognition of the rights of his col- 
league upon. the floor of the House that his 
turbulent associates went back to their 
seats and free speech was vindicated. 

“When hostilities began, a weaker man 
than Logan would have sided with his con- 
stituents in their sympathy with the South. 
The stirring news came to the House while 
in session that the battle of Bull Run was 
in progress. The soldier of the Mexican 
war again, heard the music of the National 
anthem, and flew to the defense of the Na- 
tional flag. The dramatig’ scene was wit- 
nessed upon the battle field of a civilian in 
frock coat and top silk hat who had seized 
a musket from a wounded soldier, and by 
action and words and reckless daring was 
doing his best to stem the tide of defeat 
and turn the army back to meet the ene- 
my. In that hour Logan’s vision clearly 
saw the path of duty. He hastened home 
to his constituents to bring them around 
to the Union cause and to have them enlist 
in the Union Army. He met sullen and 
threatening mobs everywhere. But’ nothing 
could resist the fervor of his eloquence, the 
inspiration of his presence, and his cry, 
‘ Follow me to the field for the old flag and 
the Union. It is no longer the right and 
wrong of slavery; it is no longer the dis- 
puted question of the extension of that in- 
stitution into the Territories, but it is 
whether you will be with me for the pres- 
ervation of the Union and of this last ref- 
uge and security of liberty and humanity.’ 

‘Logan is the finest example of the vol- 
unteer soldier. Around the nucleus of a 
little army of 25,000 regulars gathered a 
million of volunteers who formed in an in- 
credibly brief space of time the most mag- 
nificent and resistless body of soldiery of 
modern or ancient times. -They demon- 
strated in the quickness with which the 
army was mobilized and disciplined, in the 
steadiness and endurance which it exhibit- 
ed as if trained veterans, and in its peace- 
ful disbandment and return to the pursuits 
of peace after the close of the ‘war, that 
the strength and reliance of our country 
rest upon its citizen soldiery. 

“This experiment also demonstrated that 
while the citizen soldiers are engaged in 
gainful pursuits and increasing the wealth 
of the country, an adequate army com- 
pcsed of those who select a soldier’s career 
can protect the public property, suppress 
insurrection, meet immediate and exigent 
requirements at home or abread, and that 
we need have no apprehension of militarism 
or of Caesarism. The regular army is but 
the pickets and the skirmishers of that 
vast host who, from the mountains and 
valleys, from plains and cities, from ham- 
lets and towns, are ready to respond to the 
call to arms for the protection of their lib- 
erties from within or the defense of their 
country from abroad. 

‘Logan’s brilliant career emphasizes the 
necessity for a military education. In. arms, 
as in art, in the professions and the indus- 
tries, the severest training and the best 
education are the requisites for success in 
our day of terrific competition. We will not 
dispute Logan’s claim, carried too far in 
his enthusiasm, of the djstinction of the 
natural soldier; but great(fis were the mer- 
its and the success of our General, if his 
genius -had been trained, broadened, and 
strengthened by the drill and discipline of 
the academy, the fort and the field, he 
would have stood in the front rank of the 
Saas of great armies of modern 
times. e 

‘s The magnanimity and generosity of this 
thunderbolt of war were as marked as his 
courage. When Grant became impatient 
because Gen. Thomas lingered at Nashville 
instead of moving upon the enemy. he sent 
Logan to supersede him. When Logan ar- 
rived at Cincinnati he learned that Thomas 
had started. He knew that he could reach 
Thomas’s army before a battle, and that 
he had before him that greatest temptation 
and opportunity for a soldier—a eapttcant 
and decisive victory. But he knew Thomas, 
the ‘ Rock of Chickamauga.’ He knew that 
Thomas had made the preparations with 
such care that failure was impossible. He 
knew that the honors were due to the or- 
qanieee of the prospective triumph, and he 

elayed plucking the laurels that were 
within his grasp, so that they might adorn 
the brow of Thomas. 

“‘So again in the bloody battle of Atlan- 
ta. McPherson fell at the beginning of the 
fight. He was the idol of the army and one 
of the most brilliant, accomplished, and 
——— officers of the war on efther side. 

he command devolved fromthe West 
Pointer to the volunteer. It is the testi- 
mony of Grant, Sherman, Howard, and of 
all of his pypeee. officers and contempo- 
raries that in no @onflict of the war were 
the troops more ably and skillfully handled 
than by Logan. 

“The most gratifying tribute to himself 
and the best expresion of the opinion of 
the volunteer army in regard to him was 
his election as the first Commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the elec- 
tion repeated as often as he would accept 
the place. Long after all but the leaders 
of the civil strife on either sidé are forgot- 


ten, Logan’s memory will remain green be- 
cause of the beautiful memorial service 
which he originated and which now in 


every part of our reunited land sets aside 
one day in the year as'a National holida 
in order that the graves of the gallant dead, 
both on the Federal and the Confederate 
side, may be decorated with flowers. 

‘In every community in our land the 
leaders of public opinion and the dwellers 
in the homes of prosperity have come from 
the ranks. Among those successful Amer- 
icans in many lines who have wen and held 
the public eye and died mourned by all their 
countrymen, there will live in’ the future 
in the history of the Republic no nobler 
figure, in peace and in war, in the pursuits 
of the citizen, and in work for the welfare 
of his fellow-citizens, than Gen. John A. 
Logan.” 

At the conclusion of Senator .Depew’s ad- 


‘dress Senator Cullom of Illinois read a let- 


ter from Gov. Yates of Illinois eoreeng 
his regret at his inability to attend an 
paying tribute to the love and affection in 
which the memory of Logan was held in 
his native State. e Rev: J. G. Butler of 
this, city pronounced the benediction. The 
assemblage then dispersed. 


THE STATUE. 


The equestrian statue of Logan unveiled 
to-day represented seven years of labor-on 
the part of Franklin Simmons, the sculp- 
tor, and marks a departure in sculpture in 
Washington, in that it rests upon a pedes- 
tal of bronze. Congress apprépriated $50,- 
000 for the statue and $15,000 was contrib- 
uted by the Grand Army of the Republic. 
The pedestal is twenty feet high. On its 


west face is a group Keprenenting n. Lo- 
gan in consultation with leading a! cers in 
the Army of the Tennessee. In this group 


& 
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are portrait bronzes of Gens. Dodge, Ha- 
zen, Slocum, Leggett, ower, Blair, and 
Capt. Strong. On the east face of the ped- 
estal is a group segrenen tas Gen. Logan 
taking the oath as United States Senator, 
which is being administered by Vice Presi- 
dent Arthur. In this group are portrait 
bronzes of Senators Cullor , Evarts, Conk- 
ling, Morton, Miller, Voorhees, and Thur- 
man... The south front of the pedestal is 
embellished with an allegorical figure of 
war and the north with another of peace. 
The equestrian statue rises above the 
pedestal fourteen and a half feet. Gen, Lo- 
gan, facing south, is represented as riding 
along a line of battle, his horse moving for- 
ward at a gentle trot, his hat on, and 
sword drawn. The statue produces an im- 
pression of dignity, beauty, and power. 


COALING STATION IN MEXICO. 


First Established’on Foreign Soil Just 
Completed at the End of Lower 
California. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The first Unit- 
ed States coaling station to be located on 
foreign soil has just been completed at 
Pichalingui, on the west coast of Mexico, 
and the collier Alexander is now taking on 
5,000 tons of coal at Baltimore to stock 
this latest acquisition of the navy. The 
station is oh California Bay, at the ex- 
treme end of the long peninsula which juts 
down from California. and is known as 
Lower California, although it is an integral 
part of Mexico. 

Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Naval 
Bureau of Equipment, has long been seek-~ 
ing to develop this point for the use of the 
navy. A footing was secured there many 
years ago through the assent of the local 
authorities, but it was desired that the 
Mexican Government should give its full 
authorization to the work contemplated 


by the United States. Through the State 
Department extended negotiations were 
carried on with Mexico, resulting finally 
in ceaneng authorization for the projected 
work. 

The work has been in progress for some 
time, about $25,000 being expended in coal 
warehouses, docks, slips, and in the most 
modern facilities for loading coal upon ships 
of war. The capacity of the station is 
5,000 tons of coal. A ‘Mexican customs of- 
ficial will inspect the ships before they en- 
ter the station. 


A THREAD SPINNERS TRUST. 








Manufacturers of Four Countries Unite 
. to Restrict Production. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—A report tell- 
ing of the forming of a gigantic trust em- 
bracing every linen-spinning concern on 
the Continent of Europe has reached the 
State Department from United States Con- 
sul Mahin at Reichenberg, Austria. 

For some time, says the Consul, it has 
been understood that the Austrian, German, 
and Belgian spinners of linen thread had 
decided to unite in a reduction of product. 


From Paris comes the news that the 
French spinners also are to join in reducing 
the output of the mills. 

The object is believed to be to steady, and 
possibly raise, the price of linen yarn. 
Makers of linen cloth have during the Fall 
and Winter suffered from the high price of 
yarn, and this enormous combination will 
mane conditions still worse, says the Con- 
sul. . 


George W. Colvig Gets a Consulship. 
WASHINGTON, April 9.—The President 
has directed the appointment of George W. 


Colvig of Grant’s Pass, Or., as United 
States Consul at Barranquilla, Colombia.

THE CINCINNATI’S LOST SILVER. 





After Months of Search the Cruiser’s 
Service Has Been Found at Norfolk. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The handsome 
silver service belonging to the cruiser Cin- 
cinnati, presented to that ship by the City 
of Cincinnati) which has been lost for the 
last two years, has been found. 

In the rush to get ready for the Spanish- 
American war, the Cincinnati made a hur- 


ried stop at the Norfolk Navy Yard, where 
she was stripped of all superfluous belong- 
ings. Among the articles unloaded was 
the souvenir silver service. No receipt was 
taken for it. It has been found intact and 
will be restored to the Cincinnati. 


GOLDSBOROUGH MAKES A RECORD. 


New Government Torpedo Boat Fastest 
Ever Built for the United States. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—So far as the 
standardizing trial goes, the torpedo boat 
Goldsborough is believed to have broken 
all American records. A dispatch received 
at the Navy Department from Lieut. Com- 
mander Peters of the naval trial board, 
dated at Seattle, yesterday, reads: 

” Goldsborough standardizing trials com- 
pleted to-day, over measured mile gave 
average speed of 30.84 knots. Official trial 
probably Thursday.”’ 

The standardizing trials are over shorter 
distances than the regular official speed 
trials, which require the boats to run 
steadily for two hours.

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Mrs. Evans’ Left Nearly $80,000 
to a Negro Car Porter. 





Counsel for Husband ahd Relatives Pro- 
duce Evidence to Show that 
She Was Insane. 


ee 


The contest over the will of Mrs. Eliza 
Jane Evans, who, after making a number 
of charitable bequests, left nearly $80,000 
to a negro Pullman car porter, is on trial 
before Surrogate Fitzgerald. 

Mrs.’Evans died in March, 1900, and when 
her will was probated it was found that 
she_had cut*her husband off entirely, and 
left only $1 each to several relatives. She 
gave $1,000 to the Cypress Hills Cemetery 
Association, $2,000 to the Howard Mission 

nd Home for Little Wanderers, ‘$2,000 to 
the Five Points House of Industry, $1,000 
to the Home for the Relief of the Destitute 
Blind, $5,000 to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church Home, and $5,000 to the New York 
Society for the Relief of the Ruptured and 
Crippled. 

The testatrix also gaye $2,000 to Gerrit 
Smith, a lawyer, of 43 Wall Street, in ap- 
preciation of his services. Mrs. Evans _ 
directed ‘‘that a small, handsome storie, 
with the inscription, ‘Lila, daughter and 
only child of William A. and Eliza Jane 
Alphonse,’” be placed at the foot of her 
grave in Cypress Hills Cemetery. All the 
rest and residue of her estate she. be- 
queathed to’George W. Thurston. 

The husbana, Thomas H. Evans, and sev- 
eral uncles and. cousins are the contestants 
of the will. 

At the hearing xootermey Daniel D, Sher- 
man of Blatchford & Sherman appeared for 
Mr. Thurston, and all the, charitable insti- 
tutions mentioned in the will were repre- 
sented by counsel, Reid, Esselstyn & 
Ketcham and Charles E. Hughes repre- 
sented the contestants. 

Joseph W. Howe and C. E. Langdon were 
called and swore to witnessing the will, 
which was dated Oct. 23, 1897. On _ cross- 
examination they said that the will had 
been executed at the office of Gerrit 
Smith, They also testified that Mr. Thur- 
ston was a. negro. They said that they did 
not know that he was-a Pullman car porter. 

In opening the case for the contestants 
Mr. Hughes said: 

“This is a most peculiar case. The tes- 
tatrix, who was about forty-seven years 
ald, executed the will in October, 1897, and 
in February, 1898, she was placed in a sani- 
tarium at Rivercrest. She leaves an es- 
tate worth about $100,000. We intend to 
show that she was not of sound mind when 
the will was executed. We will show that 
in August, 1888, she was committed to the 
asylum for the insane on Blackwell's Isl- 
and, .That she was in another asylum in 
1890, “and that she never fully recovered 
her sanity. -s 

‘**She met Thurston in the Spring of 1895. 
He was a porter on the Pullman car in 
which she was traveling. At that time she 
was separated from her husband. We will 
show that she took an interest in Thurston 
and that shé deeded to him in trust for her 
valuable real estate on Tenth Avenue, New 
York; in Brooklyn, and in Jamaica. We 
will show that in t Summer of 1897, just 
before she exegute@ the will in favor of 


Thurston, she ‘was in a state of almost 
mental collapse.’’ 
Dr. E. C. Dent, Medical Superintendent of 


the asylum on Ward's Island, was the first 
witness called. He was in charge of the 
asylum on Blackwell's Island when Mrs. 
Evans was there in 1888. From the record 
of the asylum Dr. Dent read as follows: 
“The facts covering Mrs. Evans’s case: 
‘Not hereditary, not suicidal. Violent, 
shouting, and screaming. Has delusions 
about a doctor in the city who wants to 
marry her. Imagines she was sent to the 
asylum so that she could not get married. 
Weighs less than payenty pounds,’ ”’ 
‘What about her delusion as to mar- 


riage?’’. the witness was asked. 


‘*She had a great liking for Dr. —. We 
will not mention his name.”’ 

“Did she have any delusion as to 
voices? ”’ 

“Yes; whenever a boat whistled she 


thought it a voice calling her.”’ 
In September, 1888, the woman was re- 


moved from the hospital, the doctor said. 
On, cross-examination Dr. Dent was 
asked: 


“Why do you so specifically remember 
her case?”’ 

‘*I remember the case from the fact that 
she assaulted an attendant. Mrs. Evans 
was a very small woman. She did not 
weigh over seventy pounds, and she was 
very weak when she came ‘to the agylum, 
yet she managed to attack the attendant 
and scratch his face severely.” 

r. Dent said that tn his opinion Mrs. 
Evans was chronically insane and that she 
never fully recovered, although at times 
she mig appear to be rational. 

Jose Fox of Brooklyn said that in 1890 
Mrs, Evans came to live with his mother. 
This was just after Mrs. Evans had been 
released from a sanitarlum, 

“What did she say about people being 
after her?’’ 

“She imagined that people were caltag 
to her. She would go down stairs at nigh 
to my mother’s room-and wake her up and 
tell her about the oy 

‘* Did she ever talk about her property?” 

“Yes. She said that she had a lot of 
money and that everybody was trying to 
rob her.” 

After Mr. Fox had concluded his testi- 
money, an adjournment was taken until 
this mornimg, when witnesses will be called 
to relate the circumstances under which 
Mrs. Evans met Mr. Thurston and the in- 
terest she showed in his welfare. Mr. 
Thureton was in court during the proceed- 
ings Yesterday. He is about thirty-five 
years old.

it Is Announced that He Signed It Yes- 
terday, but Only After Consid- 
erable Argument.

WILLEMSTAD, Isiand of Curacao, April 
9.—Francis B. Loomis, the United States 
Minister to Venezuela, sailed from La 
Guayra yesterday on the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Scorpion. When Mr. 
Loomis left Caracas, the ee the rail- 
road station was crowded with people rep- 
resenting the best classes of the inhabi- 
tants, showing the esteem in which Mr. 
Loomis was held. The whole Diplomatic 
Corps also assembled at the station and 
expressed sympathy with Mr. Loomis. 

Many Porto Ricans whom Mr. Loomis 
had saved from military service were at 
the station. They presented him with an 
address. The private railroad car in which 
Mr. Loomis traveled was filled with flow- 
ers. No Minister ever left Caracas with 
more marked tributes of respect. 











LEAPED TO ESCAPE FIRE. 


Two Men Hurt, One Probably Fatally— 
Excitin@ Rescues at a Hotel 


in Brooklyn. 

At a fire which occurred early yesterday 
morning in a three-story brick building at 
423 Smith Street, Brooklyn, occupied as a 
hotel by John Carr, two men leaped from 
a third-story window and a number of 
other occupants of the house were rescued 
in thrilling fashion. Carr occupied the 
ground floor as.a saloon, lived with his 


family on the second floor, and the rooms 
on the third floor were used by lodgers. 

The fire, the cause of which could not-be 
determined, stagted in the cellar of the 
building shortly before 4 o’clock and spread 
rapidly through the house. Daniel A. 
Moore of 153 Eleventh Street, employed in 
the: office of a gas company across the 
street, climbed up to a cornice over the 
front of the saloon, and, breaking a win- 
dow’in the seeond story, got into the build- 
ing. He carried two young children of the 
Carr family down stairs. Moore then re- 
turned to the second floor, and with the 
aid of a ladder, which was raised on the 
shoulders of several men on the .sidewalk, 
got;six other persons to the ground. 

Thomas Carr, thirty-eight years old, 
brother of. the proprietor of the place, and 
Michael Lennon, sixty years old, who were 
asleep on, the top floor, found their escape 
by the stairways cut off and leaped from 
a front window. Carr received a fracture 
of the skull and Lennon’s back was. badly 
injured, Michael Malone, fifty-seven years 
old, a lodger, was found overcome by 
smoke op the top floor by the firemen and 
carried out. Carr and Malone were removed 
to the Long Island College stoeR a and 
Lennon to the Seney Hospital. arr’s in- 
juries are thought to be fatal, but.Malone 
and Lennon, it was said last night, ,will 
recover. 

The fire, which was confined to the hotel, 
caused a damage of $1,500. 


IN MEMORY OF COL. JAMES. 


Special Exercises Held in the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court. 


There were special exercises yesterday in 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
in’ honor of the memory of the late Col. 
Edward C. James. The court having signi- 
fied that it would receive from the bar a 
memorial of Col. James, a committee was 
appointed to arrange for the exercises. 

Immediately after the Justices entered the 
court Yesterday Presiding Justice Van 
Brunt addressed Wheeler H. Peckham, who 
arose and read the memorial, which in part 
was as follows: 

“The care of the fame of Col. Jamesbe- 
longs. in an especial sense to his profession. 
He was essentially the advocate. His labors 
were wholly in the’ forum or in preparation 
for the forum. The merits, talents, and 
character of such a man can be truly.appre- 
ciated only by his fellow lawyers. The con- 
trolling passion of his life was the science 
of jurisprudence and the application of its 
principles to practical affairs. The idea 


never occurred to him of fostéring or caring 
for his fame, of thrusting or elbowing him- 
self into prominence in theyeyes of the pub- 
lic.’”’ 
The ‘memorial then goes into a sketch 
of the life of Col, James, and deals with 
the diversity and complexity of the cases 
tried by him. The instrument closes with 
an exposition of the abilities and charac- 
teristics of the deceased as an advocate, 
and the importance of the work of such an 


advocate. The memorial was signed by 
John E. Parsons, Wheeler H. Peckham, 
John F. Dillon, William B. Hornblower, 


Julien T. Davies, Hamilton Odell, Adrian 
H. Joline, John Scribner, De Lancey 
Nicoll, Austen. G. Fox, Francis L. Well- 
man, and William D. Guthrie. 

Ex-Judge Dillon seconded Mr. Peck- 
ham’s motion that the memorial be spread 
upon the spinutes of the coyrt, and in do- 
ing so paid a high tribute to the talents and 
character of the deceased. The response 
of the Court was made by Justice Rum- 
sey, who knew Col. James in early years 
and in the army.

Columbia’s New Organization 
Abandoned by Promoters. 








SPORTS. WILL BE SEPARATE 





Students to Meet To-day to Plan for 
Future of College Games, Now that 
Combination Has Failed. 





Official action 
Proposed new 


in regard to Columbia's 
athletic association was 
taken yesterday when announcement un- 
expectedly was made that the plan for 
the new organization had been abandoned 
and that the association therefore was 
disbanded. Present conditions are too un- 
settled to foretell the ultimate effect of the 
move. The action may result in the aban- 
donment of athletics at the university. 
The association was planned by Prof. 
George Edward Woodberry, and apparently 
received general approval as a feasible way 
of rehabilitating sport at the university. 
The defunct organization was to have had 
eontrol of football, baseball, track ath- 
letics, and lacrosse. A membership fee of 
$3 was to.allow the members the privileges 
of admission to all home games in the 
sports held under the ausvices of the asso- 
ciation. About two weeks ago Francis S. 
Bangs announced at a student mass meet- 
ing that if.500 members were secured the 
resulting income of $2,500 would be suf- 
ficient to provide. for the preliminary ex- 
penses of the four athletic branches in the 
association. Gate receipts from contests 
later would furnish their support during 
the season. Since Mr. Bangs’s statement 


the new association had secured 125 mem- 
bers, when yesterday the step was taken 
rendering useless the undergraduates’ ef- 
forts. 

-It is a matter of student sentiment that 
there is some motive behind the action 
which led to the abandonment of an appar- 
ently successful plan. Many undergrad- 
uates feel that it wds only a question of 
time to secure the 500 members, and thus 
put the sport of Columbia upon a firm 
basis. Manager Charles A. Dana of the 
football team, and one of the prime movers 
im organizing the association, vesterday 
issued the following official statement in 
regard to the dropping of the project: 

“The plan of a general athletic associa- 
tion at Columbia has been abandoned. it 
having been found that the outstanding 
bills and current expenses of the teams 
other than football would use up the en- 
tire membership fund, leaving nothing for 


football. The continuance of football, how- 
ever, is assured by the making up of a 
cash guaranty fund by a party of football 
enthusiasts among graduates and under- 
graduates.” 

Now that the general association has 
been. abolished, the different teams prob- 


ahlyv will go back to the old system of in- 
dividual associations. The.rowing, which 
has been under a separate and self-govern- 
ing body for several months, has apparent- 


ly prospered, for ow rowing is on a firmer 
foundation and is not troubled by such 
finencial difficulties as beset the other 
teams. 

Inder the new régime each sport.must 
bear its own expenses. and the Faeulty 


rule that ne team which has an indebted- 

ness outstanding from the previous year 

nat continue work will be enforced rig- 
ay 

In all probability football interests will 
not suffer by the abandonment of the new 
scheme., for they probably will be re- 
organized after the plan of the boat club. 
A ‘subscription to secure the $2,500 in guar- 
antees for the footboll team was begun 
vesterdav. Unless that sum is pledged 
there will be no football this year. Guar- 
antees will be considered as loans. 

This afternoon amass meeting of students 
will he held in Havemever Hall. The 
situation will be discussed and further 
plans made for the future regulation of 
athletics.

BALLYHOO. BEY A. “ROARER.” 


W. C. Whitney’s Great Colt Has Lung 
Trouble, Which May Affect 
His Racing. 


The first great disappointment of the 
racing season of 1901 has come in the an- 
nouncement that William C. Whitney’s 
great colt Ballyhoo Bey, in all probability, 
is a ‘“‘roarer.’’ If he races at all; it is said, 
he will have to take a place in a lower 
class than he was intended for and run as 
a sprinter instead of going into the first 
rank and contending for the classic stakes 
for the three-year-old division, That any- 
thing was wrong with the great colt was 
unsuspected until a few days ago. Bally- 
hoo Bey wintered at the Whitney farm at 
‘Westbury, L. L, where he’ has been under 
the care of Trainer John Rogers, and until 
actual training for the coming season be- 
gan was supposed to be in as good condi- 
tion as he was when racing closed last Fall. 


it was known generally last Winter that 
the coit had been sick, out when he recov- 
ered it was supposed that all trouble was 
past. 

up to two weeks ago there was not the 
Siigntest mudication that there wouid ve any 
permanent ill effects, and visitors to the 
whitney training quarters at that time 
saw sallyhoo bey apparentiy in rugged 
health and big and hearty efter hfs win- 
ter’'s rest. ‘Lrainer Kogers, nowever, an- 
swered all inquiries about the colt by say- 
ing that Ballynoo Bey had been very sick 
in the early Winter with catarrhal fever, 
and, while he showed no bad eftects, he 
mignt develop sequelae jater on. Kogers 
1s one of the most conservative trdiners on 
the turf, and his caution in regard to mak- 
ing promises for the coit tnerefore was 
Passed as simpiy characteristic. At the 
lirst effort to train the horse ror the com- 
ing season, however, a reason tor Rogers's 
recicence became apparent. Thougn his 
owner and his trainer have not yet admit- 
ted that Ballyhoo Bey is a " roarer,’’ as the 
intirmity is termed in Kingland, or a ** whis- 
tier,’ as it 1s more coimmoniy Known in 
America, the fact that his iungs are af- 
tected is generality known. To inquiry con- 
cerning the colt yesterday Mr. Whitney au- 
thorized his secretary to make a statement, 
which was as follows: 

“We fear his wind is affected, but are 
not certain about it. He probably will race 
this year, but he may not be the horse ne 
Was.’ 

How far the fears of the owner may be 
verified is a matter of conjecture, but the 
admission that has been made is one that 
leaves little room for doubt that Ballyhoo 
sey is seriously troubled. He was one of 
the best horses on the American turf last 
yeur. Though beaten in the early Spring, 
tater when specially prepared for his Fait 
campaign by Jonn Madden, Who sold 
him to Mr, Whitney for $10,000 as a year- 
ling, he swept all before him and won the 
‘nost important events of the Autumn, 
beating at that time his most prominent 
rivals for the honors of first place among 
the two-year-olds and tinishing the great- 
est money-winner of the year, and in the 
minds of the great majority of race-goers 
tirst and best of hi%, age.

NOT TOO LATE TO MEND. 


The Republican leaders, we should say, 
must understand by this time that the 
changes made by the Legislaturé in the 
report of the Charter Commission are 
exceedingly unpopular in this city. This 
is especially true of the changes that 
were made openly for party’ motives. It 
is to be assumed that the leaders desire 
the defeat of Tammany at the election 
next Fall. That will not be accomplished 
easily, at best. It will require the hearty 
and active co-operation of all the ele- 
ments of gpposition to Tammany. This 
is a’ Democratic city. Mr. BRYAN at the 
last election had a majority of 28,000. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor 
had a majority offover 44,000. Tam- 
remains the regular Democratic 
Except under 
unusual conditions, and except when the 
opposition is united and is reinforced 
, from all available sources, Tammany can 
carry the city “ hands’ down.” Even 
with the amazing exposures that have 
been made of the turpitude of Tammany 
it will require the utmost vigor and har- 
mony in the contest next Fall to achieve 
its overthrew. The charter as it has been 
manipulated in the Legislature will be a 
very heavy handicap in the contest. As 
a matter of political expediency, -if for 
nothing else, the worst features result- 
ing from this manipulation should be 
stricken out. 

Let us concede that the charter as it is, 
with its defects, its jobbery, and its spe- 
cial partisan legislation, is an imprdve- 
ment on the present system. Our own 
opinion is that it is. The power of re- 
moval in the hands of the Mayor at any 
time during his term, the single-headed 
police force, the concentration of power 
and responsibility in the educational de- 
partments, are, we believe, an offset to 
the bad things in the-charter. But this 
will not be the view taken. by 4JI. It 
will not be the view that will determine 
the votes which will be needed to over- 
come the hold of Tammany. It will not 
count sufficiently against the things that 
show pure partisan greed in dealing with 
the charter. The general opinion of those 
on whom we must rely for anti-Tam- 
many votes is that the charter 4s it 
stands is an outrageous political job and 
that the party guilty of it is in no essen- 
tial respect more to be trusted than 
Tammany itself. There is very little 
doubt that if the charter is forced on 
the city in its present shape it will prac- 
tically destroy the hope of a reform jn 
the City Government at the next election. 

This being the case, the worst features 
of the changes made in the LegisJature 
should be removed. The answer to this 
suggestion is that it is now too late. It 
is not too late if the Republican leaders 
will defer the final adjournment of the 
Legislature for, possibly, three weeks. 
That would bring adjournment the first 
of May. If that is considered unde- 
sirable, the Legislature could make the 
needed changes, send the bill to the 
Mayor for his action, and take a recess 
for the fifteen days which he is allowed 
to use for consideration. This would be 
a small matter, comparatively, It would 
certainly pay. We believe it to be prac- 
tically the only alternative te a victory 
for Tammany next Fall.

They can’t get on with him at 
all, and would be deeply grateful to the 
Administration for his prompt recall. 
Ninety percent. of all the men in Cuba 
who are worth more than $100 would 
view any such step with grave appre- 
hension, unless they were assured that 
an equally efficient Military Governor 
was to be sent to take his place. 

An epistle from AGUINALDO to the Cu- 
bans on the folly of being fooled by the 
anti-imperialist. press of the United 
States would do much good in the island. 


THE CHIEF DELUSION. 

Congressman FLEMING of Georgia, who 
was elected in a thorough-going free- 
Silver, district, is ready to desert the 
Bryan issue of 16 to 1. He would like 
to see the gold and silver wings of the 
Democratic Party come together “to 
calmly analyze the situation and ascer- 
tain whether there now exists between 
them any such difference of principle on 
living issues as would justify them in 
remaining any longer apart.” His own 
analysis of the sityation leads him to 
these conclusions: 


The rock upon which Democracy split in 
twain in the last two campaigns was the 
free coinage of silver. That obstacle ought 
no longer to impede our progress or divide 
our forces. * * Unless present condi- 
tions undergo a radical change, the’ ques- 
tion of the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 
will not be a practical, living issug in the 
next campaign. 


This is of good augury. . Free-silver 
coinage is the parent.delusion. It is in- 
separably identified with the name of 
W. J. .Bryan. He forced it into the 
Kansas City platform against the judg- 
ment of a majority of the delegates. If 
silver is dropped he must be dropped—at 
least it would seem so. That “would be 
a first and long step toward party unity. 

But silver is only one of the obstacles 
to a reorganization of the party. From 
that has sprung a mass of raw and un- 
tried doctrines that the new leaders have 
forced upon the party in two National 
platforms. They are the poison germs 
of the disease that has seized upon the 
party, and, like all bacteria, they multi- 
ply with astonishing rapidity. In addi- 
tion to those that found a culture me- 
dium in the platforms of 1896 and 1900 
new forms are developing all the time. 
Busy and ill-balanced brains constantly 
originate and set them free. They range 
from municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties to Government storehouses for crops 
and three-cent fares on the street cars. 
Wherever any glib and scheming soul 
sees a chance to attract the attention of 
the crowd and win the applause of the 
empty-headed up he jumps with a sure 
cure for poverty and all other social ills 
and tries to sell it to the Democratic 
Party, which has been the chief buyer 
of such commodities for some years. 

These delusions of insanity and Social- 
ism must be dropped when free silver is 
dropped. Democrats will not accept 
them Nor will they trust the incapable 
leaders who came in on the*Bryan wave 
and brought the Democracy to its pres- 
ent degradation. 


AN INEXHAUSTIBLE ROLL OF HONOR. 


The annual report of the Commission- 
er of Pensions for 1900 informed the 
country that there were then on the 
pension rolls 993,529 names, and that the 
value of the roll was $131,534,544. In a 
few weeks another report will be due, 
and it is intimated that on account of 
the additions to the roll growing out of 
the war with Spain and service in the 
Philippines and China it may be slightly 
increased, the losses and gains of pen- 
sioners on account of the war of the re- 
bellion about balancing. 

Attention has been directed from time 


to time to the fact that for several years 


the pension roll has contained more 
names than were ever on the pay rolls 
of the army of the Union at any one 
time until just after .the fighting was 
over, in 1865. But there were of individ- 
ual enlistments for long or short terms 
some 3,000,000 men, the record being 
much smaller reduced to a three-year 
basis. The fact that there are nearly a 
million names on the rolls now, thirty-six 
years after the last gun was fired, is im- 
pressive, but when it is remembered that 
the business of paying pensions on a 
large scale began in 1866, and has cost 
something like two billions and a haif of 
dollars since that time, it is not gener- 
ally kept in mind that there has been a 
constant and increasing dropping off. of 
pensioners from many causes, chiefly 
from death, and on examination it turns 
out, according to the figures reported, 
that in all the Government has paid pen- 
sions since 1862 to about 1,600,000 dif- 
ferent claimants. There have been 
dropped from the rolls, for various 
causes, principally, however,.that of 
death; since 1872, 642,643 pensioners. The 
total accounted for here is thus 1,636,172. 
Prior to 1872 there do not appear to be 
records to account for the dropped cases. 

The increase in the number of pension- 
ers since 1880 has: been a little more 
than three times the enrollment up to 
that early year in the history of the Pen- 
sion Bureau. From™~250,802 in 1880 to 
998,529 in 1900 was a prodigious in- 
crease, considering the'fact that in the 


of 544,292 pensioners, 867,927 of them 


being arrested “by that fell Sergeant, 
death,” 20,101 going off to remarry, 
28,562 minors losing their privilege for 
longevity; 54,928 ceasing to claim, and 
72,774 getting off the rolls for “ other 
causes’ not specified, and perhaps for 
causes about which there is not much to 
be said to excite admiration. 

A computation has heen made, by a 
competent calculator, of the number of 


survivers assumed to be entitled to be 
pensioned. To the veteran who is capa- 
ble of supporting himself and who has 
not yielded to the common and increas- 
ing weakness, attributable to enfeebled 
intellect as well as body, that affects the 
decreasing remnant, the mystery where 
new pensioners are to come -from 
may seem insoluble when it is known 
that since July, 1862, there have 
been filed applications from 2,598,868 
invalids on account of the civil war 
alone, 873,209 of which claims were pre- 
ferred by widows. Of this vast number 
of applications 1,047,525 failed to be al- 
lowed, but pensions were granted to 
1,551,343, exclusive of the 95,000 pensions 
allowed on account of service in the war 
of 1812, the Indian wars, the war with 
Mexico, and the Spanish war of 1898. 
But it appears to be impossible to ex- 
haust the supply of pensionable material 
or of subjects that assert a right to be 
added to the rol) of pensioned patriots. 
If the present roll were increased by the 
number of pending applications that roll 
would be at once expanded to pretty 
nearly a million and a half of pensioners. 
Not only do the soldiers of the civil war 
enjoy a robust health that justifies the 
description of them as the best of “ pre- 
ferred risks,’”” but they seem to have 
selected women to be their widows who 
cannot be severed from the pension rolls, 
and minors who maintain their juvenility 
to the utmost possible limit consistent 
with a liberal interpretation of the word 
honest. 


THE ATLANTIC AVENUE IMPROVE- 
MENT. 


We think that the Governor has done 
well in signing the bill for the improve- 
ment of Atlantic Avenue, in the Borough 
of Brooklyn. 

We are not prepared to say that the 
lessors of the Long Island Railroad have 
been as liberal in their treatment of the 
city as they might have been, and it may 
be that the arrangement was better by 
which a tunnel was to be built into Man- 
hattan Borough. Butit was the fault of 
the city authorities that that arrange- 
ment was not carried out. If the Long 
Island Railroad succeeds in obtaining 
the contract for the tunnel road proposed 
by the Rapid Transit Commission, the 
net result will be substantially the same. 
In any case, the improvement actually 
provided for is sorely needed, and has 
been for many years, the need growing 
with the passage of time. 

The situation in Brooklyn is peculiar. 
There is no parallel for it on this side of 
the East River. Atlantic Avenue is a 
very broad street that runs in an easterly 
direction for some half dozen miles from 
the river to East New York. North of 
it lies an extensive residential district, 
with Fulton and Gates Avenues as the 
main arteries of communication toward 
the river. South of it lies, above the line 
of Prospect Park, another very fine resi- 
dential district rapidly filling up with an 
excellent class of houses. Between these 
two districts and between the northern 
district and Prospect Park there is no 
possible communication except across the 
surface tracks of the steam railway on 
Atlantic Avenue. This fact, with the un- 
desirable effect of steam traffic, has 
kept the whole region adjacent to At- 
lantic Avenue for some four miles in a 
depressed and backward state. It has 
been like a strip of desert stretching 
from the heart of the big city to nearly 
its eastern limit. : 

Under the bill now enacted the tracks 
of the raifway will be either sunk or 
raised the full length of its course on the 
avenue, and all grade crossings will be 
abolished, while the public use of the 
surface of the street for its full width 
will be restored.’ Of the cost of the change 
the city pays $1,250,000, which will be 
about one-third of the total as estimated. 


THE HISTORICAL BUILDING. 


There is no denying that the Historical 
Society has not, in the past, filled the 
highest measure of its usefulness. Not 
only has ‘its membership not. by any 
means included all who; by virtue of 
their studies and interests, ought to be- 
long to it. But also its collections, in va- 
rious kinds, are by no means so well 
known and so generally used as théir 
great value and importance deserve. In 
fact, it would not be unfair to say that 
the society has suffered, in the past, 
from the want of an efficient “‘ Bureau of 
Promotion and Publicity.” 

Now that Dean HorrMan has accepted 
the Presidency of the venerable society, 
it is to be hoped and expected that a 
change will be made in this respect. In 
another field of labor the Dean has not 
only shown himself a cheerful and lib- 
eral giver, but has exhibited power to 
awaken the interest and elicit the contri- 
butions of other people. When he says 
that he has good hope of seeing the 
speedy beginning of the long-looked-for 
building of the society, on the lot it 
owns on the west side of the Park, his 
hope will be taken as assuring its own 
realization. 


The occasion seems to be opportune for 
the renewal of a suggestion made in 
these columns, and taken up in other 
quarters, some years ago. There are at 
least a dozen societies in New York 
which would naturally be affiliated with 
the Historical Society on account of 
some community in their aims—societies 
ancestral, patriotic, genealogical, and the 
like, Bach of these societies needs some 
sort of local habitation. If the building 
of the Historical Society were made, in- 
cidentally, a building of the historical 
societies, in which each of the lesser so- 
cieties might have its own quarters, as 
they now have in scattered places, a 
large building could be at once filled with 
tenants who would guarantee an income. 
The problem of financing the building 
would/cease to be a problem at all. Each 
of the minor, societh would reqtine at 


least ‘a 


tome 
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office and aboard | 


room, and each would require its turn of 
ocoupation of the large assembly room 
which would necessarily be a feature of 
the building. 

It would be superfluous to point out 
what a revival of interest and what an 
increase of membership such an ar- 
rangement would promote in the Histor- 
ical Society itself. We can imagine no 
reasonable argument against it. For the 
narrow and somewhat reactionary ex- 
clusiveness which has dominated the 
policy of the society in the past is not 
sustained by reason, and the society will 
not fully oceupy the field of its potential 


usefulness until this policy is changed. 
a 


TO APPROACH THE NEW BRIDGE. 


Let us give credit, for once in*its cor- 
porate existence, to the Municipal Coun- 
cil. What may be called the official plan 
for the Manhattan approach to the. new 
East River Bridge had pretty much 
every fault that such a plan could have. 
It was outrageously extravagant, it was 
circuitous, it would have thrown a new 
engorgement of traffic on a point al- 
ready congested. Finally, it would have 
entirely shut off the view of the bridge 
from the so-called approach to it. 

With all these flagrant demerits, it 
might have been supposed that the Mu- 
nicipal Council would have fallen in love 
with the scheme, and adopted it with 
enthusiasm. But it is not so. On the 
contrary, the Municipal Assembly has 
adopted the most economical, practical, 
and artistic solution of the problem. The 
widening of Delancey Street from the 
East River to the Bowery, the compen- 
sating widening of Spring Street on the 
other side of the Bowery—these improve- 
ments will make a straight course to the 
bridge, will provide an ample plaza at 
the entrance to it, and will really facili- 
tate traffic. But it behooves us all the 
same to keep a sharp eye on the Com- 
missioners. They might authorize ter- 
minals which would go far to nullify the 
whole arrangement. Men who would 
recommend a diagonal ‘“‘ approach” from 
Cooper Union would recommend any- 
thing. 454 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 

-——At first thought, one is disposed to 
smtle at the news that the people of Elk- 
ton, Md., have just held a municipal elec- 
tion in which thg only question at issue 
was whether there should, or should not, 
be hog pens within the city limits. On this 
issue the voters were divided, on it the op- 
posing candidates took their stands. The 
result of the balloting was the doom of the 
hog pens, for their enemies were elected, 
and Elkton foresees a future which, if not 
exactly glorious, is at least sure to be re- 
spectable in this one particular. Before 
laughing at Elkton, however, it is well to 


remember that there are hog pens and hog’ 


pens, and that not a few cities without lit- 
eral inclosures for literal swine have 
others that harbor creatures even more of- 
fensive, whether viewed from moral, aes- 
thetic, or sanitary standpoihts, and these 
cities could draw the Hne which Elkton 
drew without injuring their reputations a 
bit. The Maryland town was fortunate in 
that the issue was clear and simple. It 
could not be dodged or complicated with 
State or National interests and policies. 
The voter was for hog pens or he was 
against them, and now that the popular 
verdict has been rendered the successful 
candidates can in nowise squirm out of 
keeping the promises on which they made 
the campaign. Elkton wifl doubtless get 
the reform it wants and has ordered— 
wherein is Elkton more fortunate than cer- 
tain larger cities that also want metaphoric 
hog pens removed from the city limits, but 
see their desires frustrated because the 
definitions of the desires are vague and in 
dispute between factions of reformers. 


——A special correspondent of The Boston 
Herald quotes Gen. Woop as describing the 
present condition of Cuba in almost en- 
thusiastic terms. “Two years ago,” he 
said, “we were feeding 250,000 starving 
Cubans. To-day we are not feeding one. 
Then there was hardly a public school on 
the island. To-day there are over 1,000. 
There are hospitals for the care of the sick 
in every town and city. The right of 
habeas corpus has been established. Mu- 
nicipal governments have been set up 
everywhere, and the Cuban people are con- 
ducting their domestic affairs. The death 
rate in Havana is lower than in most 
American cities. Two years ago the 
finances of the island were in a “chaotic 
condition. To-day we have $1,500,000 in the 
treasury. and all the bills have been paid. 
The whole island is in a pacific attitude. 
There is less disturbance in Havana than 
there is in any American city of its size.” 
The General mentioned with special pride 
the fact that not one military officer in- 
trusted with administrative duties in Cuba 
had betrayed the confidence of the Govern- 
ment or been involved in any financial or 
social scandal. Referring to the criticisms 
of American rule to bé heard in the cafés 
of Havana, the Governor declared that 
most of them came from men, some Amer- 
icans and_some Cubans, whom he had been 
obliged to ‘turn down’ because they were 
untruthful or dishonest or both. ‘‘ Natur- 
ally,”” he added, ‘they. have grievances, 
because no man who loses a lucrative posi- 
tion can feel friendly to those who have de- 
prived him of it> Associated with these 
men are correspondents of American pa- 
pers who, under the influence of strong 
Cuban ‘coffee,’ write up weird stories 
about official delinquencies.’’ Gen. Woop 
denounced as particularly absurd the re- 
ports that the American officers on the 
island are endeavoring to postpone a set- 
tlement of its affairs in order to retain 
their present positions. He asserted that 
there was not an officer in Cuba who 
would not get out of it to-day if he could, 
since expenses there were heavy, and con- 
ditions of life in few cases congenial. 


——There seems to have been little basis 
for the report that the KIPLINGs have been 
buying land in New Hampshire, and intend 
to reside there again. The Mr. Howarp 
who has charge of Naulakha, the Kipling 
place near Brattleborough, did buy recent- 
ly a building lot for a Summer cottage on 
the shore of Lake Spofford, in the town of 
Chesterfield, just across the river from 
Brattleborough, but he bought it for him- 
self, and ‘the story that he paid for it with 
a check signed by Mrs.»KiPLING was false. 
At any rate, so says The Springfield Re- 
publican, and, as nothing warlike or impe- 
rialistic is involved in the matter, it can 
safely be assumed that The Republican's 
statements and the facts are somewhere 
near alike. Come to think, however, the 
assumption isn’t quite safe, for Mr. Kip- 
uInc himself is involved, and Mr. KiIp- 
Linc, though not at all warlike, is thore 
than’ suspected by his severer;critics of 
being a_ trifle imperialistic. Perhaps 
The Republican has again allowed its 
préjudices to influence its judgment of evi- 
dence. So we fall back into uncertainty, 
but there be those who say that Mr, Kipr- 


LING, as a neighbor, lacks some the 
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merits he possesses as a writer, so New 
Hampshire will probably survive, even if 
he never returns within her boundaries.

POLITICAL EXPENSES.

Your editorial this morning, ‘“‘ Unskillful 
Doctoring,” goes right to the point. Some 
of us voted in favor of the City Club’s 
proposed bill the other night, not because 
we thought it efficacious, but because it

mail of corporations by the bosses, which-

It is amusing how many persons look to 
legislation for remedies against political 
ills. The favorite occupation in reform cir- 
cles seems to be to draw bills. The argu- 
ment is that it will arouse public senti- 
ment. It has always struck me that bills 
should be the result, not the cause, of pub- 
lic sentiment. 


In this case there is a better, a simpler, 


an easier, a speedier way to go to work, 


and that is to avail ourselves of principles 
of law already well settled. It is against 
the law as it stands, for any Director of 
a corporation to use its money for contribu- 
tions to political parties. It is a diversion 
of trust funds, for which every Director 
who consents to it is personally responsible. 
Nay, more, every dollar of corporate money 
which, during the last six years, has been 
pers to Boss Croker or Boss Platt could 
e recovered in a suit against them by the 
corporation whose moneys were thus un- 
lawfully diverted by its Directors. Some 
one will say it is idle to expect that the 
Directors who have diverted its funds will 
allow such suits to be brought by the cor- 
poration. Naturally, but the law provides 
a way. Any stockholder can bring stch an 
action for the benefit of the corporation 
whose faithless Directors eh oy | break 
the law in paying out its money illegally, 
and then refuse to uncover their shame by 
suit in open court.

proof? It happens that there is evidence 
under oath already in existence in the case 
of one great corporation. A few years ago, 
H. O. Havemeyer, the President of the 
Sugar Trust; Theodore A. Havemeyer, its 
Vice President, and John E. Searles, its 
Treasurer, testified under oath that the 
company’s money was being paid by H. O. 
Havemeyer ev year to local party or- 
ganizations, and they proposed to continue 
the practice. They further swore that the 
porments were entered in the books.

= the law. Here is the proof. Where ts the 
patriotic stockholder in that company who 
will come forward and institute suits to 
compel an accounting and restitution? 

If the City Club would back such a suit, 
and carry it to judgment, it would do more 
in one year in the way of practical reform 
than by wasting time in drawing bills which 
will never be passed, and if passed be noth- 
ing more than so much waste paper. Per- 
haps the club might find among its mem- 
bers a stockholder of that company “who 
would try to practice what it tries to teach. 

Ah, my dear Sir,.there is a great differ- 
ence between practical reform and theoret- 
ical reform. 

Consider the moral effect upon politleians 
of a judgment against Boss Croker for 
$25,000, and another against Boss Platt for 
$50,000, in favor of the Sugar Trust at the 
suit of an indignant stockholder, who repu- 
diates the illegal actions of its Directors! 
Consider the moral effect upon Directors 
of judgments against Director Havemeyer 
and Director Searles, requiring them to 
reimburse that company the moneys which 
they. have sworn they have paid out of its 
coffers without any consideration which 
the law re-ognizes as valid. 

We need some one of unflinching will and 
practical turn of mind to act, rather than 
to talk. A few years ago certain politi- 
cians, high State officials, deliberately dis- 
ubeyed a decision of the Court of Appeals 
in an election case. Their contempt of 
court, though flagrant, was being passed 
by in silence. They were so powerful that 
it was not thought possible to get the 
courts to punish them. A private citizen, 
in response to an indignant letter in the 
papers, calling for justice on the scoun- 
drels, came forward and started a prosecu- 
tion, and those men were brought to jus- 
tice and punished, and their future careers 
blasted. It was a plain case which only 
needed nerve. The politicians will not be 
so peady to commit contempt’ of court 
again.

PLEA FOR UNIFORM PHARMACY 
LAWS. 


Yo the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE NEw YORK TIMES has always been 
so active in furthering worthy efforts and 
in assisting those seeking justice that I 
venture to solicit its support in the efforts 
now being made by the druggists of Great- 
er New York to secure uniformity through- 
out the State in the pharmacy laws, and in 
amending some defects in existing acts. 

Under the present law the power of “ reg- 
ulating the practice of pharmacy,” of issu- 
ing licenses, of executing “pure drug’”’ 
laws, &c., is in the hands of a State Board 
of Pharmacy, and this body is made up of 
representatives chosen from different parts 
of the State, the State being divided for the 
purposes of the act into the Western, Cen- 
tral, and Eastern Districts. In the two 
first-named districts every druggist has a 
voice in the election of the board, but here 
in the Eastern District, where there are 
6,000. pharmacists, the franchise is most 
unjustly restricted to a few local organiza- 


tions, which organizations cannot be said 
to reflect either the best elements of the 
——_ or the best interests of-the pub- 
Cc. 


The organizations are controlled by a 
handful of men who are so well intrenched 
by the powers they have usurped that 
they are able to defy those who protest. 
The self-elected Eastern section enjoys, 
with the other sections, the most unlimited 
and dictatorial powers, yet is answerable 
to no State or municipal authority, and 
there is no provision in the law for a re- 
view of its acts by the courts. The fees 
and fines which it collects are devoted to 
private institutions, (which are also under 
no official supervision,) instead of being 
turned into the State Treasury, where they 
belong. This body claims to have received 
from the Legislature greater powers than 
the Legislature itself enjoys nasmuch as 
it can regulate by its rules the practice of 
pharmacy, a profession in which millions of 
dollars are invested in this vicinity, and 
these rules need be sanctioned by no other 
person or body, though if they were pro- 
m ted by the Legislature they would 
require the approval of the Governor, and 
in some cases of the Mayor as well. The 

y enjoys legislative, executive, and ju- 
icial functions, and is at oncé lawmaker, 
udge, jury, policeman; it takes the fees 
and fines and it spends them! 

Two bills have been introduced at Albany 
recently—one by Senator Donnelly and one 
by Assemblyman Rainey—rectifying these 
evils, and they are now in the hands of the 
Committee on Public Health of the Senate 
and Assembly, respectively. Not only are 
the 6,000 druggists of Greater New York in- 
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terested in the passage of these bills, but 
the public at large as well. It is important 
that the precedent of giving such extensive 
powers to a quasi-public body be combatted 
at once. The separation between the judi- 
cial and executive branches of the Govern- 
ment has since the very birth of our Com- 
monwealth been regarded by all students 
of government as of: vital importance to 
our welfare and liberty. Hvery cent misap- 
propriated by this board to the picayune in- 
stitutions (alleged colleges) which are its 
beneficiaries is a cent which might have 
been saved the taxpayer. The public treas- 
ury is the place for public funds. 

If pure drug laws are to be enforced the 
public should feel assured that they will be 
enforced to the letter and impartially. Let 
the body which enforces the law represent 
no one organization, nor yet several or- 
ganizations.

A PHYSICIAN’S CRITICISM. 


"To the Editor of The New York Times: 


In Saturday’s issue, under “‘ Topics of the 
Times,”” there is a paragraph in which, 
upon a not very representative or 
chosen remark of Dr. Smith, you make cer- 
tain generalizations which are neither log- 
ical nor happy. 

It is a real disappointment to find THe 
Times falling»into the common errors of the 
unthinking layman. Permit me to reveiw 
one or two of your statements. 

You say that doctors ‘‘ write extremely 
simple prescriptions intermixed with cab- 
alistic signs.’’ If you will consider for a 
moment you will perceive that no prescrip- 
tion is extremely simple. The “ fragments 
of a dead language’’ are the botanical or 
chemical names, used and understood, not 
only by physicians, but by all scientific men. 
The ‘ cabalistic signs,’’ representing grains, 
drams, and ounces, are no more caviare to 
the general public than the carat of the 
lapidary or the ohm ‘and ampére of the 
electrician. 

Again, the directions at the end of a pre- 
scription are merely time-saving abbrevia- 
tions, ey intelligible to the druggist, 
and translated and written by him on the 
bottle or other container. 

There is nothing mysterious in all this. 
It is hardly necessary to point out the vital 
importance that, in ordering dangerous 
drugs, the physician should have an exact 
and scientific vehicle in which to express 
his wishes and give his directions, and 
which will leave no chance for error or mis- 
Waderetpeains on the part of the pharma- 
cist. 

That the medical profession resents lay 
criticism and even description of its work, 
particularly in the newspapers, is no doubt 
true. ‘*‘ Newspaper medicine ”’ is a standing 
jest, and there is no severer commentary 
on the arn of the press to handle med- 
ical matters than the altogether wonderful 
article which appeare@ in THE TIMES not 
long ago purporting ‘to describe an opera- 
tion upon the stomach, at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, which simply bristled with errors, 
and which cheered the hearts and wrinkled 
the faces of your medical readers by its 
naive inaccuracy. What can the profession 
expect at the hands of the daily press when 
one of its brightest ornaments talks about 
i systematic degeneration of the pan- 
eras ’’? 

As you sagely remark, the modern public 
has a right to know as much as it chooses 
to learn. The difficulty is not that physi- 
elans are mysterious, but that the public 
does not choose to learn. If it did, there 
would be no necessity of coercing it into 
ea: into the isolation of cases of 
contagious disease, and into the observance 
of many other sanitary precautions, the 
value of which is self-evident. Even ele- 
mentary education had to be made com- 
pulsory. 

As a matter of fact, the public is perfect- 
ly satisfied with the information—or rather 
misinformation—gleaned from the pages of 
its mornin newspaper, supplemented im 
the case of the more intelligemt, (editors. 
for instance) by the occasional perusa! of 
a technical journal. The little learning 
gained thereby is always misleading, and 
often dangerous.

In foreclosures, accountings, and parti- 
tions almost every lawyer of. any experience 
has at times had an incapable or unfit ref- 
eree imposed on him by the court, and has 
been insulted by the Judge if he ventured 
to suggest a name for himself. Many 
Judges of our Supreme Court are distin- 
guished by their rapacity for patronage, 
One reason for this was given by Mr. 
Croker in his testimony, and the proposed 
law would go far to remove a great scandal 
and reproach from the judiciary. A law 
somewhat to the same effect, applying to 
Kings County atone, has long been in force.

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SCHOOL SYSTEM CHANGES | NEW YORK EAST CONFERENCE. 


Revised Charter Substitutes for 
the Old Borough Boards. 


A DIVISION INTO DISTRICTS 


Provision for_46 Local Boards—Their 
Complexion and Powers — Supt. 
Maxwell Expresses Approval. 


In that portion of the new charter de- 
voted to the public school system the most 
significant change is found in sections 
which do away with the Borough Boards. 
It is provided that the Board of Education 
shall divide the boroughs under its charge 
into forty-six local School Board districts, 
of which twenty-two shall be wholly in 
Manhattan, fourteen wholly in the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn, four wholly in the Bor- 
ough of the Bronx, four wholly in the 
Borough of Queens, and two wholly in the 
Borough of Richmond. The districts must 
be compact in form, and the Board of 
Education shall hereafter have the power 
every five years again to divide the bor- 
oughs into that number of districts, mak- 
ing such changes as may be necessary. 

In each of the districts there is to be a 
local School Board of seven members, as 
follows: Five persons to be appointed by 
the President of the borough, a member 


of the Board of Education, designated by 
the President of the board, and the District 
Superintendent assigned to duty in .each 
district by the City Superintendent. All 
members of the local School Boards are to 
serve without pay. 

Besides visiting the schools in their re- 
spective districts at least once in every 
quarter, and noting the attendance of pu- 
piles and teachers, the studies, progress, 
discipline, and observance of the various 
school laws, the local boards are called 
upon to report immediately to the Board 
of Education whenever additional accom- 
modation is necessary, for kindergarten 
or elementary purposes, with recommenda- 
tions as to the sites considered necessary. 
They shall also recommend the erection of 
buildings. It will be their duty to report 
derelictions on the part of Superintend- 
ents and assistants in the various depart- 
ments, and they will have power to excuse 
absences of teachers, subject, however, to 
the approval of the Board of Superintend- 
ents in cases where teachers are excused 
without pay. 

In matters relating to discipiine, punish- 
ment, and other questions affecting the 
administration of the schools, arising upon 
the complaint of pupils, parents, or guar- 
dians against teachers or Principals, they 
are called upon to impose such penalties as 
ure prescribed by the Board of Education. 
Charges against a teacher, Superintendent, 
or Principal they are called upon to try, 
and it rests with them to fix the penalty. 
Their determination, however, upon the 
charges and the punishment imposed must 
be reported immediately to the Board of 
Education, which may reject, confirm, or 
modify the findings of any local board, 

They shall have power to transfer teach- 
ers from school to school within their re- 
spective districts, but only after hearing 
the Principals affected by such transfers, 
and subject to the approval of the Board of 
Superintendents, provided, however, that 
such transfer does not involve promotion 
or increase of salary. Vacancies in the 
teaching force are to be reported by them 
to the Board of Education as soon as they 
occur, 

Eight associate Superintendents, with the 
City Superintendents, will constitute the 
Board of Superintendents. They dre to be 
appointed by the Board of Education by a 
vote of a majority of its members, and are 
to serve six years. The City Superintend- 
ent will preside over the board. Twenty- 
six District Superintendents are to be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Education for the 
term of six years, upon nomination by the 
Board of Superintendents. Upon recom- 
mendation of the Board of Superintendents, 
the Board of Education shall have power to 
appoint such Directors of special branches 
as it deems necessary. 

It was pageceted yesterday that the pro- 
visions of the revised charter creating the 
local boards, were practically @ return +o 
the system of ward Trustees. While the 
wards have been abolished, the division of 
the boroughs into forty-six districts, with 
a local board for each, was construed as 
being similar to the old system. 

“I certainly do not think that such is 
the case,”’ said City Superintendent Max- 
well, when his opinion on the subject was 
asked. ‘‘ The Trustees in the old City of 
New York were appointed by members of 
the Board of Education. The members of 
the local School Boards are to be appointed 
by the Borough Presidents. The old Trust- 
ees had absolute power in the appointitent 
of teachers, but the members of the local 
School Boards, as provided for in the re- 
vised charter, have no voice whatever in 
the appointment of teachers. Their only 
power with regard to teachers is that they 
may transfer teachers within a district 
from one school to another. But even 
there the transfer may only be made after 
a hearing of the principals affected, and is 
subject to the approval of the Board of 
Superintendents. The local boards are 
entirely without power of initiative where 
the transfer involves increase of salary. In 
fact, they seem generally to be called upon 
to make recommendations and suggestions, 
but power to act rests with the central 
‘board. 

“From my understanding of the work 
of the revisionists, instead of taking away 
from the powers of the Board of Education, 
the new charter adds greatly to its power. 
The central board becomes supreme in mat- 
ters generally affecting the schools. 

“JT cannot see any particular advantage 
to the system to be derived from the 

wer given to the local boards of trans- 
erring teachers in their districts, but the 
power is so limited that it cannot wark 
any harm. In Section 1,089, providing for 
the licensing of teachers, I find no change 
from that in the section when passed upon 
by the Senate, with the exception of the 
Ahearn amendment ‘ joker,’ which provides 
that pupils who entered the Normal Col- 
lege on or before Feb. 1. 1898, shall, upon 
pete, without further examination, 

e entitled to licenses to teach.”

Overcrowded Classrooms. 
“TI wish the time were at hand,” said 
Miles M. O’Brien, President of the Board of 
Education, ‘when we could limit the num- 


ber of pupils in the classroom to forty-five. 
No teacher can do justice to sixty children. 
The individuality of the teacher is lost in 
these large classes and the best results can- 
not possibly follow. 

“The difficulty is that the bright pupils 
manage to go ahead, whether the class is 
large or small. It.is'those who need in- 
struction the most who suffer. The teacher 
has not time to devote to the dull pupils to 
help them forward. Under the rcum- 
stances teachers must do the best they can. 
But one of the ideals in our schools that I 
look forward to is the classroom where the 
number of pupils will not be too large to 

revent teachers with individuality from 
mpressing it on each and every child. We 

eed more of that individual care for the 
ward pupils.”

The Fifty-third Session Opens—-Method-

The fifty-third session of the New York

One of these men will be sent to Portland, 
Ore., one of the pastors there having been 
invited to Indianapolis, Ind., to succeed the 
Rev. C. C. Lasby, formerly pastor of the 
Sumner Avenue Church, Brooklyn, and who 
is wanted as a poster at Meriden, Conn. 
The Rev. J. Wesley Johnston retires from 
Meriden. 

Bishop FitzGeraid hinted at the difficul- 
ties the conference will encounter in his 
address last night. He said in part: 

“It seems sometimes a little difficult to 
exchange men, and there is always a little 
barrier raised here. Even at a preliminary 
meeting we had to-day it seemed to me 
that we had one too many, and I am 
afraid that before we get through some 
one will have to get out.” 

At the evening session of the conference 
to-day an address will be made by the 
Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, pastor of 
Plymouth Church.

REACTION NOT A BAD SIGN. 


“That Monday’s reaction exerted health- 
ful influence was amply shown in yes- 
terday’s security market. Following the 
weakness then displayed,.and. disposing 
of the apprehension then much pro- 
claimed, there was in yesterday’s market 
new life, new buoyancy, a broadening 
out beyond recent limits. As sequel to 
Monday’s declines, yesterday provided 
advances very substantial. 

Irn Wall Street parlance, “ reaction” is 
used technically to denote a temporary 
movement in opposition to the prevail- 
ing tendency. In a bull market the “ re- 
action” is necessarily downward; in a 
bear mr xet it is upward. Professional 
operators are at all times expectant of 
reactions. The “ public” at all times is 
surprised at them. In the interest of the 
latter it may not be out of place to try 
to analyze the nature of these move- 
ments, although to the Wall Street mind 
such an analysis may seem superfluous, 
or at least elementary. 

The present market is of bullish char- 
acter. Its origin dates back to the 
Spring of 1897, when the last average 
low price level was reached—the culmi- 
nation of a prolonged bear market. From 
that date the course of prices has been 
upward, but the movement has been,ir- 
regular. In 1898 and 1899 there was a 
period of rapid rise followed by a swift 
reaction, producing the Stock Exchange 
panic of December, 1899. The early part 
of 1900 witnessed a sluggish movement 
which lasted up to November—election 
month. Since then a further rapid rise 
has occurred, attended by numerous re- 
actions, few of which, however, have 
been of serious extent. Operators for a 
fall, selling in anticipation of reactions, 
have netted few profits. Anticipated de- 
clines have come about, but not to the 
extent and not for the time necessary for 
the short seller to reap his harvest. "The 
hold of the investor has been so tena- 
cious that each rebound has, so far, been 
to new high levels—as yesterday was 
shown in a variety of instances. This 
undoubtedly is owing to the peculiarly 
stable character of the current bull 
movement, based upon natural, econom- 
ic, rational grounds, and under the in- 
spiration of sane, honorable leadership. 
It is, thus, safe to assume that until 
conditions radically change, downward 
movements can be classed as “ reac- 
tions ” and regarded as coigns of vantage 
for buyers rather than for sellers. 

When a stock substantially advances 
there is usually an important nucleus of 
what may be termed co-ordinate buying 
—buying by allied interests for a com- 
mon purpose. But the advance itself 
speedily attracts heterogeneous buying 
%Sy a mass of widely scattered persons 
who take for granted that because a rise 
has occurred a further rise must follow. 
Sugh buyers add to their original pur- 
chases as fast as profits accumulate, un- 
til they are nominal possessors of hold- 
ings. beyond their means. The more pru- 
dent of them then place “stop orders” 
with their brokers, preserving a portion 
pf their profits fn the event of a decline. 
The bolder do nothing of the sort, but 

“atend pat” on their lines. Then, in 
the midst of a bul) movement some item 
of news will appear which causes a few 
timid ‘holders to sell; a decline sufficient 
to reach “stop orders” ensues; ‘the ex- 
ecution of such orders causes a further 
de@line; the alert professional offers 
stocks down on short sales, and the de- 
cline becomes urgent until weak accounts 
‘are wiped out. In all this nothing, per- 
haps, has happened of any real adverse 
nature, but nevertheless a “ reaction” 
has occurred. It is obvious that a down- 
‘movement of this character cannot 
© lasting‘‘it is also obvious that on the 
fmevitabie rebound the market will be all 


a 


a 





the stronger for the weeding-out process 
to which it has been submitted. 

Or, again, a pool operating in a stock 
secures the profit it desires and sells its 
holdings. If in sufficient volume this 
will cause a reaction, although it may be 
no sign of inherent weakness. The sell- 
ers themselves in this case may belieye 
in higher prices, but they have reached 
the point at which they are willing to 
conclude. 

Reactions are inevitable; they. will al- 
ways occur. In fact, the principle runs 
through all human affairs. Sometimes 
it operates through sheer contrariness, 
the inertia born of satisfaction, as when 
a political party is turned out of power 
simply to provide a ‘“‘ change.” But the 
practical question for the public is to de- 
cide to what extent reactions may run, 
when they are transitory and not/pre- 
monitory of a turn in the tide of affairs. 

As to the nature of reactions occurring 
lately and likely to occur at any time, it 
may be taken for granted that they are 
technical and stransitory so long as 
sound prosperity endures. The future is 
hidden, but it must be the logical out- 
come of the present, and all known fac- 
tors seem certainly to be making for con- 
tinuing improvement. 


YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 


Contrary to general expectation, and 
much to the satisfaction of holders of se- 
curities who had not been tempted or 
forced into selling by the very sharp de- 
cline on Monday, the stock market yester- 
day opened decidedly strong, and not only 
maintained that strength throughout the 
day but materially improved its position 
before the close. The result was that, 
whereas on the day previous declines had 
quite generally appeared throughout the 
list, yesterday the advances were fully as 
general, and in not a few instances were 
sufficiently substantial to offset the pre- 
vious day’s losses. A noticeable feature of 
the market was a renewal of the large in- 
vestment demand in the high-priced issues 
which had been so influencing a factor in 
bringing about the advances of a week 
previous—which, indeed, has been much in 
evidence ever since the present upward 
movement began. Large orders were at 
various times during the day distributed 
through the market by some important in- 


terests. These orders were largest in those 
stocks in which there has been and still is 
talk of ‘‘ deals’ and coming developments, 
such, for instance, as Burlington, Rock Isl- 
and, Northern Pacific, and C icago and Al- 
ton. 

Helpful factors in the market were an 
easing up in money rates and assurances 
that may be regarded practically as official 
that the Burlington deal is certain of suc- 
cess and that announcement to that effect 

be expected now at any time, perhaps 
to-daye Then, too,g@he statements of rep- 
resentative bankers, reiterated, that there 
need be no apprehension of tight money, 
were not without beneficial effect. Several 
large loans were made by interests which 
seldom figure in the money market. 

Nevertheless, the advance was 
brdught about without resistance. The 
bears who had sold the market down on 
the day previous opposed themselves vig- 
orously to the advance in quotations, and 
irom time to time throughout the day put 
out further short lines. Their selling had 
little influence, even a concerted attack 
toward the close of the market producing 
only momentary depression. 

In the standard railway stocks the fea- 
tures were Quincy, with an advance of over 
3 points; Rock Island, with an advance 
of 4; Northern Pacific, whose gain was 2, 
and Texas Pacific, which rose 4. Other 
gains of interest were Baltimore and Ohio, 
2; the Atchisons, over 1 each; Chicago and 
Alton, 1%; St. Paul, 1%; Louisville and 
Nashville, 1%; North American, 8%; 
Louis Southwestern, 114; Southern ot 
way, 1%; the Wabashes, over 1 each; and, 
in the coal stocks, the Eries, each of which 
rose over a point; the Readings, with an 
advance of a point or more in the common 
and first preferred, and Jersey Central, 
which gained 2 points. To explain these 
advances there were many rumors, but 
nothing that may be termed definite. As 
has been stated, however, the Burlington 
deal is as good as, if indeed not already, 
closed, and that accounted for the s strength 
of Burlington and Northern Pacific. Re- 
specting Rock Island and Alton, best in- 
formation is that through pending develop- 
ments each of these systems is materially 
to be benefited. So far as the coal stocks 
are concerned, it is said in Wall Street by 
the same interests who some time ago de- 
clared that there would be no general coal 
strike that the threatened strike on the 
Jersey Central will not be permitted to take 
place. Powerful financial interests, it is 
declared, will bring their influence to bear 
in the matter and in the end will avert 
trouble. 

In the industrial group the feature was 
an advance of over 12 points in General 
Electric on the report that the plan to re- 
store the capital of the company to its old 
level will shortly be announced, and that as 
a result valuable rights are to be given to 
the stockholders. Amalgamated Copper 
rose 4 points; Sugar, 144; Tobacco, 2; Con- 
solidated Gas, 314; Continental Tobacco. 
International Paper stocks, over 1 each; 
International Pump, over 1%; People’s 
Gas, 1; Rubber common, 2%; Rubber pre- 
ferred, 5, and Western Union 15%. In rela- 
tion to Amalgamated Copper, it is declared 
that eventually the company will be found 
to be in control of all the independent cop- 
per companies, and its position thereby ma- 
terially strengthened. In Sugar the buying 
followed the announcement of’ the 10-point 
advance fn the price of refined sugar, many 
of the buying orders coming from Boston. 
Tobacco shares rose on the reports of an 
extension of the business of the two com- 
panies and resultant increased earnings. 
The West was a buyer of People’s Gas; 
Flower brokers bought International Paper 
stecks, while the advances in the securities 
of the United States Rubber Company were 
due in no little measure to short covering. 

The local railway shares were all very 
strong, Metrepolitan scoring a net gain of 
over 2 points, Manhrttan of over 1, and 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit of 1. Continued 
talk was heard that the various systems 
are ‘“‘ getting together,’’ but, as has been 
the case now for some time, it is not 8- 
sible to obtain any satisfactory information 
on the subject. 

A further rise of 5 points in United 
States Express stock was scored durin 
the day on the report that an increase 
dividend on the stock is probable. 

Western houses were large buyers of 
stocks throughout the day, principally of 
Burlington, Northern Pacific, and Rock 
Island. 

London was not much of a factor in the 
market, the transactions from that source 
amounting to little more than 25 
shares, of which about 15,000 were pur- 
chases principally of Union Pacific and the 
Eries. 

The highest rate for money during the 
day was 5 per cent. and the lowest 3%. 
Most of the day’s loans were made at 4 
per cent.

CHICAGO AND ALTON. 


The coincident advance in Chicago and 
Alton and Illinois Central on buying by what 
the Street declared to be inside interests 
was followed yesterday by a continuation 
of the persistent talk that the systems are 
to be consolidated according to a plan 
which has been penpet out by E. H. Harri- 
man. The talk is that the Alton tt! 
will be guaranteed fixed dividends with 4 
per cent. at the least on the common stock 
and perhaps 5 per cent. 

Officials connected with the systems re- 
fusé to discuss the matter, but they were 
quoted yesterday as advising their friends 
that developments of consequence in rela- 
tion to the properties are pending. 





ROCK ISLAND’S FUTURE. 

The same interests who were conspicuous 
as purchasers of Rock Island last week 
when the stock shot up so suddenly to 155 
were yesterday again active as buyers, 
their purchases being responsible for the 
rise which set in around noon, In some 
parts of the Street the buying was said to 
be in connection with a plan in which Atchi- 
son chiefly is interested; though, on the 


other hand, theré come statements from 
usually well-informed banking houses that 
the purchases are predicat upon some 


coming development of which the Street has 
as yet received no information. 

The report that the stock will be put upon 
an increased dividend basis at the next 
dividend meeting is not confirmed by offi- 
cials of the company here, nor yet is it de- 
nied. The position taken by those who 
ought to know is one of reticence.

WEATHER BUREAU CROP REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—The Weather 
Bureau has issued the following general 
summary of crop conditions: 


The week has been generally cold, with heavy 
rains in the Atlantic Coast districts, Lower Mis- 
souri Valley, and on the North Pacific Coast, and 
heavy snowfall over portions of the lower lake 
region, Middle Atlantic States, and New Eng- 
land. These conditions have greatly interfered 
with farming operations, which are generally 
late, especially in the central valleys and Atlan- 
tic Coast districts, due in part to the heavy rains 
of March. In Central and Western Texas, how- 
ever, rain is much needed. 

But little progress with corn planting has been 
made since the first of the month, except in the 
extreme Southern districts, where it is nearing 
completion in some sections. Slow germination 
and poor stands are generally reported from the 
Southern States. 

A very general improvement in the condition 
of Winter wheat is reported, except in portions 
of Ohio, LDllinois, Oklahoma, and Texas, where 
damage by insects is more or less apparent, the 
last-named State reporting unfavorable effects 
of drought. On the Pacific Coast the outlook for 
Winter wheat continues promising, but the crop 
needs rain over a large part of California. 

Some Spring wheat has been sown in portions 
of Iowg, Nebraska, and Southern Minnesota, but 
none has yet been sown in the Red River Valley. 

Oat seeding is well advanced as for north as 
the Ohio Valley, and some seeding has been done 
in Nebraska. In the East Gulf and South Atlan- 
tic districts the outlook is very promising, but 
the crop is being injured by drought and insects 
in Texas. 

Preparations for cotton planting have been de- 
layed by excessive rains in portions of the Caro- 
linas, Georgia, and Alabama, but over the cen- 
tral districts good progress has been made, and 
planting is in operation as far north as Arkan- 
sas aa Northern Mississippi and North Caro- 
lina. Preparations for planting are also well ad- 
vanced in Texas, but planting has progressed 
only where moisture has been sufficient. 

Reports respecting the fruit outlook are almost 
uniformly encouraging. In California, however, 
severe forsts have caused serious injury in the 
central and northern districts.

PATRICK'S COUNSEL 


Says He First Told of Rice’s Mur- 
der to Lawyer House. 








Lawyer Moore Objects in Vain—Story 
of the Crime Corroborated in Cer- 
tain Details by Witnesses. 


Corroberation of Valet Jones’s sworn 
story of how he murdered Millionaire 
William M. Rice at Lawyer Patrick's in- 
stigation was adduced by Assistant, District 


Aitorney Osborne from many witnesses 
yesterday. Miss Lilian Sheerin and Miss 
Lillie Mellett, telephone operators, testi- 
fied to the calling of Patrick on _ the 
"phone by Jones on the day of the 
old millionaire’s death. Joseph Bgdell and 
George F. Schmitt, drivers for the Amer- 
ican Express Company, swore that they 
delivered to Jones packages that he has 
said contained chloroform, John H. Wal- 


lace, paying teller of Swenson & Sons, told 
of the attempt on the part of David L. 
Short to have the check certified by Capt. 
Baker. From the self-confessed murderer 
himself—much to the discomfiture of Law- 
yer Moore and despite the latter’s energetic 
objections—was elicited the information 
that he had first of all told his counsel, 
Frederick B. House, of the murder in Pat- 
rick’s presence. 

Under cross-examination by Lawyer 
Moore, the valet said he did not know 
whether Mr. Rice was asleep or dead when 
he placed the chloroform on his face. 

‘“‘What time did he fall asleep?” asked 
Mr. Moore, 

“ About 5 o'clock. After that I wrote a 
telegram to a young lady, and went out to 
dinner. When I came back he was still 
lying perfectly still He may have been 
dead.’”’ 

Jones said he then spent fifteen minutes 
writing a letter, and then telephoned Pat- 


rick to meet him at Fifty-sixth Street and 
Sixth Avenue. 


‘** Do you know whether Rice Was dead or 
not when you came back?” 

** No. Il don’t know whether his eyes 
were closed or not. »> Was quiet. I 
placed the chloroform sponge and towel 


over his tace and ran out. I don’t remem- 
ber whether he laughed or not,” . 
Mr, Osborne here took up the redirect 


examination of the witness. His first ques- 
tion brought Mr. Moore, with a startled 
look, to his feet with an objection. 

“To whom,’ Mr. Osborne asked, ‘“ did 
you first tell the story you repeated on the 
witness stand regarding the chloroforming 
of Rice?” 

‘Mr. House,” replied Jones, promptly, 
before Mr. Moore could frame an objection, 

The latter vociferously contended that 
any such communication was privileged 
and asked that the answer be stricken 
eut. Justice Jerome would not have it so. 
He said that the witness did not plead any 
privileges and that he would allow the 
questioning. Mr. Osborne broke in with 
heat that he would not have asked such a 
question had not so many intimations 
been made that he and every one else on 
his side of the case had been accused of 
conspiring against Patrick and if insinua- 
tions of unprofessional conduct had not 
been so freely made. Muttering some- 
thing about violating sacred secrets, Mr. 
Moore, much crestfallen, sank back in his 


chair, Patrick’s pink bald head turned 
very white. He pulled nervously at his 
deard. 


*“*Go on, Jdnes,’”’ said Mr. Osborne; “ tell 
us all about that conversation.”’ 

‘**The conversation occurred on the day 
after Prof. Witthaus made his first re- 
port that there were traces of mercury in 
the body,” said Jones, without moving a 
muscle. “The date for the inquest had 
been set. Mr., House came to see us in 
the counsel room. He asked if murder had 
been done. I said there had been none, at 
first, and then Patrick asked to be excused 
for a moment while he talked with Mr. 
House in one corner of the room. I stood 
over in the other. When they got through 
with a whispered conversation, Patrick 
came over to me and said I had better 
tell Mr. House that I had murdered Mr. 
Rice, as he was anxious to know the ex- 
act status of the case. I must not con- 
nect him_in any way with it. I said I 
wouldn't tell unless I could tell the whole 
truth. Patrick never agreed that I should 
tell that he gave me the oxalic acid. Then 
I told House that Rice had been mur- 
dered. I told him I have given Patrick the 
chloroform and mercury and that on sev- 
eral occasions I had put mercury where 
Rice could get it, and that I had admin- 
istered the chioroform.”’ 

**Did you tell Mr. House about the ox- 
alic acid?”’’ queried the prosecutor, relent- 
lessly. 

*“* Yes, just as I told it here in court. I 
think I told him about the pills Patrick 
gave me. I remember Mr. House said it 
would not do for Patrick to try to lay all 
the blame on me, as it showed on its face 
that he was concerned in it as much as I. 
Patrick, I think, didn’t deny this, but ac- 
knowledged that he was concerned in it. 
I think he said the falling due of the checks 
was the cause of the murder. I told him 
this before I talked with Capt. Baker or 
the District Attorney’s representatives.”’ 

This statement caused a profound sensa- 
tion. Jones was shortly after excused 
from the stand, and Mr. Osborne and Law- 
yer Moore engaged in a heated argument 
in regard to this questioning. Mr. Moore 
said he could not put Mr. House on the 
stand. Mr. Osborne retorted that he could 
if he wanted to, and that, anyhow, Mr. 
House was an honorable gentleman, and if 
Jones’s statement were untrue Mr, House 
could take the stand and deny it. 

Jones was excluded from the room dur- 
ing the testimony of the subsequent wit- 
nesses, 

Miss Lillian Sheerin, a telephone operator 
of the Thirty-eighth Street exchange, 
identified a slip of paper which she said 
showed that some one at 699 Thirty-eighth 
Street, which is the number of the tele- 
paene in the apartments where Rice lived, 
nad on the evening of Sept. 23, between 
6 and ‘7 o'clock, called up 1,314 A K. This 
latter number was the number of Patrick's 
telephone. 

“What does the ‘K’ on the stip mean?” 
inquired Justice Jerome. 

** Columbus,” said the young woman, with 
a demure smile. Justice Jerome joined in 
the general laugh which went oe. 

John H. Wallace, paying teller of the 
banking firm of Swenson & Sons, to whom 
David L. Short presented the Patrick check 
for $25,000 for certification, pronounced the 
signature on the $25,000 and $65.000 Swenson 
checks, the signatures on the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company checks, on the assignments 
and will of 1900, and on the letter to Pat- 
rick, directing the cremation of the body, 
to be, in his opinion, forgeries. “Lawyer 
Moore subjected the witness to a long ex- 
amination as to his reasons for thinking 
the eae were forgeries. Mr. Wallace 
said that although he was not a handwrit- 
ing expert he had been for years familiar 
with Mr. Rice’s signature and gave his rea- 
sons in technical terms for thinking these 
writings not genuine. 

During the night session Walter O. Weth- 
erbee, a clerk for Swenson & Sons and one 
of the witnesses of the 1896 will, told again 
how Jones had approached him with a 
proposition to witness a new will of Rice’s 
and make himself an executor. Mr. Weth- 
erbee indignantly refused to be a party to 
such a’ proceeding. He gave his testimony 
concerning this matter only after a stub- 
born argument of Mr. Moore against its 
admission. The latter held that it was not 
material. so far as he could see. 

‘You'll see before the hearing is ended,”’ 
said Mr. Osberne. ‘‘ The strongest possible 
corroboration of Jones's story lies in the 
fact that Wetherbee was approached by 
Jones with this will proposition, which he 
refused, and was then left $5,000 in the new 
will when it was drawn in order to keep his 
mouth shut.” 

Adjournment was taken at the close of 
Mr. Wetherbee’s testimony. until to-day. 








GETS VERDICT A FIFTH TIME. 


Jury Now Fixes Damages for Death of 
Boy Killed by a Car at $1,800. 


The fifth damage suit brought by Abra- 
ham L. Graham of Jersey City against the 
Consolidated Traction Company for the 
death of his four-year-$ld son Melville, 


who was killed in June, 1897, ended yes- 
terday in a verdict of $1,800. Two of the 
principal witnesses have died since the last 
trial, and Justice Collins, who presided yes- 
terday,/directed that their testimony should 


be read from the court records. At each 
of the three first trials the jury gave Gra- 
ham $5,000, and at the fourth trial $3,000. 


All these verdicts were set aside on the 
ground that they were excessive. 

The defendant asked for a non-suit at the 
outset of the “trial. just closed. on the 

ound! that four previous verdicts had 
| dd set aside, but Justice Collins held that 
the case must proceed. Hé said that a 
non-suit granted in a similar case on simi- 
lar nds by Justice Lippincott had been 
pet Sstde the Court of*Errors and Ap- 
peals and case sent back for trial. 
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PRAYED IN A COURTROOM. 


The Announcement of “ Mother” Liver- 
pool’s Death Causes Much 
Excitement. 


There was a strange scene in the court- 
room of Magistrate Marsh, at Stapleton, 
S..L, yesterday afternoon. It was caused 
by the announcement of the death of Mrs. 
Margaret Liverpool. The woman was pop- 
ular among the colored residents of Port 
Richmond, and was the ‘‘ Mother” of a col- 
ored Pythian Lodge, and the courtroom 


was filled with members of the lodge and 
her friends and fellow-women members of 
the auxiliary of the lodge. 

The arrival of Mrs. Liverpool was being 
anxiously awaited when a certificate was 
presented to the Court, that the defendant, 
Mrs. Liverpool, had died an hour before 
that time. For a moment there was intense 
silence, and thena great wail was sent up, 
men and women fell upon their knees in 
audible prayer, and William Rossberg, one 
of the officers of the order, declared that 
Mrs. Serena Robinson, who was the com- 
plainant against Mrs. Liverpool, should be 
expelled from the lodge for causing the 
death of ** Mother’’ Liverpool. 

The death of Mrs. Liverpool ends in 
tragedy a comedy which had its opening 
chapter at a special session of the Knights 
on April 15, at the lodge room, in Broad 
Street, Stapleton. William Liverpool, hus- 
band of ‘‘ Mother” Liverpool, was ar- 
raigned before Mr. Rossberg on a charge 
of improper conduct. In the course of the 
hearing Mrs. Serena Robinson is alleged 
to have called Mrs. Liverpool a liar, and 
the women had a personal encounter as 
the result. 

‘jhe matter got into the courts_through 
Mrs. Eliza Cook having Mrs. Robinson 
haled before Magistrate Croak, in the First 
District Court, on a charge of slander, and 
then Mrs. Robinson went to the Second 
Distriet Court and charged Mrs. Liverpool 


with having caught her by the throat, 
thrown her to the ground on the’ night of 


the trial, and scratched her left cheek. 
The slander case was set down for yester- 
day morning, but was postponed owing to 
the illness of Mrs. Liverpool. Her counsel, 
ex-Judge William J. Powers, appeared be- 


fore Magistrate Marsh, before whom the as- 
sault case was to have been tried, yesterday 
afternoon, with the statement that his client 
had been made ill by the complaint against 
her, but he believed she would be able to 
attend court if an hour's delay was allowed. 
Magistrate Marsh agreed to hold the case 
for her appearance, and all sat down to 
wait. 

A few minutes later a messenger ap- 
peared with a certificate from Dr. J, H. 


Hatton that Mrs. Liverpool was dying w 
hemorrhage of the brain, and to the cer- 


tificate was appended the announcement 
of the patient’s death. Mrs. Liverpool died 
as Dr. Hatton was signing the certificate 


that she was dying. 


FRAZIER GILMAN’S PETITION. 


He Asks that His Sister, Anna K. Gil- 
man, Be Declared Incompetent. 
Frazier Gilman of 265 Clinton Street, 
Brooklyn, a half-brother to the late George 
F, Gilman, the Bridgeport millionaire, over 
whose large estate there has been much 
litigation, late yesterday afternoon peti- 
tioned Justice Wilmot M. Smith, in the 
Brooklyn Supreme Court, to have his fuil 
sister, Anna K. Gilman, sixty-three years 
old, declared incompetent, and to have a 
committee of her estate and person ap- 
pointed. Justice Smith directed that an 
order to show cause why the petition should 
not be granted be entered. The order is 

returnable on May 5. 

In his petition Mr. Gilman says that his 
sister is now an inmate of Brooke House, a 
private sanitarium, at Upper Clapton, Lon- 
don, England. Prior to 1887, he says,she 
lived at 265 Clinton Street, Brooklyn, and 
he declares that she is still a resident of 
Kings County, as she is incompetent to 
change her domicile. 

In 1887, the petitioner continues, his sis» 
ter disappeared, and she was not found 
until ten years later. In September, 1897, 
George H. Hartford, employed by peti- 
tioner to find his sister, learned that she 
was in London. At that time William C, 
Gilman, a friend, but not a relative of the 
family, received a letter from R, W. 
Dyball of London, informing him that Anna 
Gilman was living in England under the 


name of Anna King. She had been ad- 
judged finsane, he wrote, and sent to the 
public * asylum at Tooting, Middlesex 


County, 


Through the efforts of Frazier Gilman, 
the petitioner, and his agents, she was 
taken from the Middlesex asylum and 


placed in Brooke House. The petitioner 
says further that his sister has a one- 
ninth interest, worth $25,000, in real estate 
in Manhattan. 

The petitioner says that his sister has 
an interest in other real estate in Maine, 
and is also interested in the estate of her 
half-brother, the late George F. Gilman. 
This estate beirg in litigation, the ‘peti- 
ticner believes. {t necessary for the proper 
protection of his sister’s interests in the 
estate that the Court declare her incom- 
petent and appoint a committee to care for 
her person and estate, 


MRS. BLAKELEY HALL’S SUIT. 


Application Granted of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Trust Company. 


Justice Truax in the Supreme Court yes- 
terday granted an application by the Fifth 
Avenue Trust Company, which corporation 
is the defendant in an action - brought 
against it by Mrs. Blakeley Hall to recover 
$14,150 deposited dy the late’ George P. Gil- 
man during the year 1900, to turn over the 
money to Theophilus Gilman and Edward 
F. Norton, the temporary administrators 


of the Gilman estate: 
It was claimed by Mrs. Hall that the 


money belonged to her, but the trust com- 
pany alleged it had been deposited in Gil- 
man’s name and should therefore be handed 
over to the administrators and‘dealt with 
according to the decision of the court. 





LEGAL NOTES. 





RAILROAD COMPANY’sS LIABILITY FOR As- 
SAULT BY A BRAKEMAN.—A boy named Will- 
iam Girvin, fourteen years old, has just 
been successful in the Court of Appeals in 
his suit against the New York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad Company for dam- 
ages for being assaulted by one of its 
hrakemen, It appeared that Girvin, with 


ither boys, was engaged in stealing a ride 
upon one of the New York Central freight 
trains, near Syracuse, when he was pur- 
sued by a brakeman, whose duty was upon 
the train. Some of the boys, when the 
brakeman came toward them shouting an- 
grily, jumped off; but Girvin ran upon a 
box car, and when pursued jumped from it, 
He was immediately followed by the brake- 
man, who struck him before he reached the 
ground, and broke his leg, and then kicked 
and struck him. On the trial in Onondaga 
County the complaint was dismissed. The 
Appellate Division of the Fourth Depart- 
ment, in_an opinion by Justice Williams, 
Justices McClennan and Spring dissenting, 
directed a reversal, and that decision is now 
upheld by thé Court of Appeals, in an opin- 
ion by Judge Haight, Judge Landon dis- 
senting. The court holds that the ques- 
tion whether the brakeman commenced the 
assault before leaving the car, and so acted 
within the scope of his employment, was 
for the jury. 
** 

SPECIFIC PERFORMANCE PROPDPRLY GRANT- 
ED.--In an action by Loren Winne to en- 
force the specific performance of a contract 
made over thirty years ago by Mrs. Emily 
Winne, a childless person, with Harriett 
Wetherbee, the mother of the plaintiff, for 
his benefit, a judgment giv@n for the plaint- 
iff on the trial at Albany, and affirmed by 
the Appellate Division of the Third Depart- 


ment, has just been upheld by the Court of 
Appeals. It appeared that a written agree- 
ment had been made by Mrs. Winne with 
Mrs. Wetherbee that the former would 
maintain the latter’s child, Loren, who at 
the time was an infant, as her own child; 
and at h€r death give him all her property 
and make him her sole heir if his mother 
would surrender to her his. custody and 
control and would have nothing more to do 
with him. The mother acceded, and he 
lived with Mrs. Winne until his majority. 
He was given and accepted her name, per- 
formed the duties of a faithful son, and 
the relations usually existing between par- 
ent and child existed between them and 
continued until her death. She died intes- 
tate, and the action was brought by the 
adopteg son against Magdaline Winne, as 
adminfstratrix of Emily inne, and others. 
The Court of Appeals, in an opinion by 
Jgv.ge Martin, Judges Gray and Vann dis- 
senting, upholds the decision below that 
the contract was valid, was -based upon a 
sufficient consideration, had been fully per- 
formed by the pfaintiff and his mother, and 
was binding upon the heirs and next of kin 
of Mrs. nne. The court held that the 
fact that,such an agreement contained -the 
words ‘‘amd tnuke him her sole heir’’ did 
not render it impossible of performante 
upon the ground that one person cannot 
make another his heir unless he is of his 
own blood, since.Mrs. Winne undertook to 
maintain Loren as her own child; and at 
her death Fixe him her property; and the 
addition of these words could not detract 
from the other words of the agreement.

WRITER OF THREATENING 
LETTERS UNDER ARREST 


Attempted to Get Money from Fifth 
Avenue Resident.

Katz, an Aspirant for the Stage, Con- 
fesses— He Had Declared He 
Would Use Dynamite. 





After three days’ work by the men under 


Capt. Titus of the Detective Bureau; a 
young man was arrested yesterday who 
confessed that he was the writer of the 
letter received by George H. Penniman of 
1,071 Fifth Avenue, in which it was threat- 


ened that Mr, Penniman’s-house would be 


blown up by dynamite unless he left $500 
in a stipulated spot in Central Park. . The 
man under arrest i* Elias C. Katz, who 
came to this city six months ago with the 
idea of studying for the stage, and who 
has been living since with his aunt, Mrs. 
Katz, in a flat at 14° East Bighth-eighth 
Street, near the house which he threatened 
to destroy. 

After his arrest Katz confessed to the 
detectives that he had written the letter 
received by Mr. Penniman, but denied that 
he had any intention of blowing up the 
house. He said that he was short of money 
and that he thought he might get a large 
sum from Mr. Penniman by threatening 
him. Detectives Oppenheim, Grabe, and 
Sullivan took Katz into custody at his door- 
step. ’ 

The first letter which was brought to the 
notice of the police, was received at the 
Pennfman house on Friday last. Mr. Penni- 
man, who is a retired merchant, was,.on 
a trip South at the time, and the letter 
was read by his son-in-law, Robert A. 
Lewis, who is paying teller of the Lincoln 
National Bank. This letter, which pur- 
ported to come from a band of “ ever-suc- 
cessful Nihilists,’’ said that the writers 
were in need of ready money and proposed 
to get it from Mr. Penniman or destroy his 
house. It continued: 

Five hundred dollars is what we ask of you at 
once, very small in comparison to the destruc- 
tion we can create with heavy loss to you. You 
are to take the $500 in United States five and 
ten dollar notes, make a small package of it, 
and at 12 o'clock sharp, on the night of April 
6, leave your house and walk up Fifth Avenue 
to Ninety-seventh Street, then go west until 
coming to the end of the tunnel, then count 
thirty-one steps and directly under a pole above, 
supporting wires, deposit on shelf or crevice of 
rocks the money. We mean business. If you 
do not leave your home at the time mentioned, 
alone, and proceed to obey instructions, it means 
that cne of our renowned bombs shall find its 
way under your house, ; ‘ 

Mr. Lewis, after reading the letter, placed 
it in the hands of Capt. Titus, who de- 
tailed three detectives to work on the case. 
Acting under his instruction, Mr. Lewis 
took the $500 and deposited it in the place 
stipulated in the letter. He left if. there 
at midnight on Friday, and the detectives, 
who had pteviously posted themselves, 
watched it carefully. A young man final- 
ly appeared; he walked up and down near 
the place where the money was concealed 
several times, but did not touch it, or ap- 
parently look for it. When he left the 


locality one of the detectives’ followed him 
and saw him enter the house at 14 Hast 
HKighty-eighth Street. 

The detectives watched the house all the 
next day, but the young man did not ap- 
pear. At 10 o'clock on Sunday morning, 
however, he left the house and posted a 
letter in the corner box. When the post- 
man arrived the mail was searched by 
the detectives and a letter found in it ad- 
dressed to Mr. Penniman was marked for 
identification. The next ‘morning the let- 
ter was received by Mr. Penniman, who 
had returned home, and read by him and 
Mr. Lewis. It was in the same handwrit- 
ing as the first letter, and congratulated 
Mr. Penniman in a sarcastic tone for the 
precautions he had taken in warning the 
police. It concluded, in part, as follows: 

The five hundred dollars is now raised to seven 
hundred. If you wish to save all that you hold 
dear on earth, if you consider your home as 
worth one cent, see to it that in the night edl- 
tion of the you have under ‘* Personal ”’ 
these words: ‘‘N.—I shall comply with your 
wishes. P.,'" and you shall receive Thursday 
morning word from us as how you should act. 

After reading this letter the detectives 
at once set out in search of the young man 
they had seen posting it. They arrested 
him as he was coming out of his house and 
took him to Police Headquarters, wheré he 
admitted having written the letters. He 

ave his name, and said that he was am- 
bitious and intended to become an actor. 
He looked considerably older than eighteen, 
which he gave as his age. 

‘*T could see Mr. Penniman’s house every 
day.” he said, ‘‘and often saw him going 
in and out. I was short of money. I came 





here from La Crosse, Wis., to study for 
the stage. I thoug that I might get 
some money from r. Penniman, but I 


never had the least intention of blowing up 
his house. . 
‘“T don't know why I did not take the 
. J was watching and saw it left there, 
and had no idea that the police had been 
informed. Something told me, however, 
that it was dangerous to touch the money 
and I kept away. Then I went home an 
wrote the second letter as a bluff.’’ 

Katz was taken to the Yorkville Police 
Court in the afternoon, where Mr. Lewis 
and Mr. Penniman appeared and preferred 
charges of blackmail against him. By the 
advice of a lawyer whom he had secured. 
Katz entered a_ plea _of not Sull an 
waived examination. He was held for trial 
by Magistrate Mott in $3,000 bail. 

Nothing could be learned of Katz's ante- 
cedents at the flat where he lived. Re- 
peated ringing at the bell and knocking at 
the door elicited no response.
